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INTRODUCTION. 



"What do you think prophecy was given for?" 
asked a sincere Christian, training for the ministry, 
of me a few months ago. I replied to his question by 
asking another, in this strain : "If your father asked 
you what you thought of that nice, long letter, dealing 
with so many subjects, every one of which was of vital 
interest to you and to your children, what would you 
answer him? You could hardly say that you did not 
understand the bulk of the matter, for he would ask 
you why you did not write back for fuller explanation. 
You would not like to tell him you only read part of 
that beautiful epistle that he had been at such great 
pains in writing, so as to leave no manner of doubt as 
to what he meant you to know and to hand on to your 
children. You would hardly say — ^to your father, at 
least — "There were only a very few items that inter- 
ested me ; the remainder I considered beyond my com- 
prehension, and rather than admit that fact dropped 
the subject altogether as 'non-essentiar.'' 

I concluded by asking my young "reverend" to "put 
yourself in his place and tell me how you would like 
such treatment." 

That answer is still "wanting," and will continue to 
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be unanswered so long as he clings to such ideas of 
his father's ability to make himself understood. 

This is the kind of evasive mannerism with which 
many Christians have cut short a good intention on my 
part and others whose hearts are full of the blessed 
"more sure word of prophecy" to communicate to 
them, for edification, the result of many years' prayer- 
ful study; that they admit, in many cases, they have 
not looked into, or, in others, regard as "non-essential," 
and, in fact, consider it presumption to attempt to un- 
ravel. I thought it might be helpful to introduce 
myself with a few thoughts on the advantages to be 
derived from the knowledge of the future — ^past and 
present, too — designs of our great and blessed Godend 
His Christ toward His blood-bought ones, as well as 
to those who still refuse to have Him "to reign over 
them." 

In ancient times heathen kings and great ones of the 
earth ignored the rights of their subjects to think, or 
at least choose for themselves; considering it their 
highest privilege to receive oracular revelations of 
what their God's intentions were in respect to his prov- 
idential ordering of the national affairs committed to 
their charge, and how he would deal with them who 
sought to harm them and their subjects. 

Even to-day the very heathen attach much import- 
ance to sacerdotal intercession in times of famine and 
national distress, while one section of so-called "Chris- 
tendom" encourages the "faithful" to believe in their 
Saints'" protectors, and for centuries past these 
faithful" have confided, alas! as implicitly in them 
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for national protection as well as for individual salva- 
tion. 

One of the great advantages, then, that a study 'of 
prophecy gives to the Christian contemplatist is that it 
takes him into the ''secret council of his God." 

Oh! "stupendous thought/' I hear one remark. 
Can it be possible that we may see the unseen as God 
sees it, and know His mind. His secret, decreed will. 
His step-by-step dealings in favor of His loved ones 
and against His people's enemies, to the very end of 
His set "times of forbearance"? (Rom. 2:4.) 

Yes, kind reader, I for one believe it to be a fact that 
the Christian who says "Cui bono" and turns away 
from the prophetic student with a sarcastic, un-Christ- 
like, bitter mannerism, without even giving a moment's 
thought to things that he has deemed, most un- 
philosophically, worth no more than a passing thought, 
without the slightest intention of inquiring "if those 
things are so," shuts the open door of God's "revela- 
tion" upon himself and grieves God and man in doing 
so. 

What, for instance, is this great "Zionist movement" 
tending toward ? Surely in this enlightened age there 
are very few who deny the claims of the Jew (the 
house of Judah and many of Levi also, probably) to 
possess once more the land of his fathers. His "birth* 
right," in fact. The very sceptic admits this claim 
on its historical merits, if not the undeniable, living 
witness of nine millions of people, in past or present, 
in their very midst everywhere. "Peculiar," indeed, 
as God Himself called them. Will any thinker say 
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there is no "cause" for this obvious "eflFect," or Chris- 
tian refuse to see the hand of Abraham's God moving 
toward the cherished designs of His great heart of 
love? (II. Chron. 6: 6, i6; Rev. 21 : 2, 3; Isa. 62: 
6, 7.) And yet it is a positive fact that millions — ^aye, 
hundreds of millions— do not know the distinction be- 
tween the two g^eat nations of Israel and Judah, or, 
with an open Bible revealing it, what this great return, 
which millions of curious on-lookers are beginning to 
think will result in great political changes, may end in. 
I observe, in passing, that Jer. 3: 17, 18, and Ezek. 
37: 16-22, must whet your appetite here for what fol- 
lows in the near future, and that I have endeavored 
to set forth in the following chapters. Who knows^ 
but the prophetic student, that this certain rising again 
from degradation to favor of God's ancient and be- 
loved Israel is the equally certain casting down of 
many other nations that have followed "the devices 
and desires of their own hearts"? Who knows that 
the spiritually despotic governments — of Europe in 
particular — ^have run their course of opposition to the 
only true and loving God, and that the "times of for- 
bearance" toward those nations (Gentiles) are literally 
fulfilled? 

Who knows not may soon know by turning prayer- 
fully to noble David's record and forecast (Ps. 102: 
13-22), which was uttered expressly for these days 
(vr. 18), and by referring to Acts 26: 5 and Hebrews, 
Chapter XI., by way of parallelism, may h^vet the full- 
est evidence that God's unchangeable decree has been 
on record to this effect for nearly four thousand years« 
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That record only needed "faith" such as that recorded 
above, to simplify the word "revealed," and make the 
"unseen" to be seen before and at its time, and convince 
any, who will believe God's word before man's, even 
though he comes as an angel from heaven, that our 
highest criticism has "o'erleaped itself and fall'n on 
t'other side." That his ideal "higher critic" has lost 
his office, for the simple reason, alone, that he who runs 
may read, if he will, and know the mind of God better 
without, than with, such aids. 

The study of prophecy leaves no doubt in the mind 
of the believer as to the significance of our dear Lord's 
words "perplexity'" (Luke 2i : 35) and "distress of 
nations," for he sees it, too awfully true, written on 
the page of contemporary history, too plainly to be mis- 
taken. God in mercy hasten the hour when statesmen 
(some Christian statesmen probably do) shall see this 
light to guide them also in these darkening days. 
"The return to Zion and glory" marks the end of all 
the bitterness of sectarianism, fast disappearing, even 
now, in Christian unions. For we read, Isa. 52: 6-8: 
"My people shall know in that day my name ; and shall 
see eye to eye," ''when" Israel and Judah "join hands" 
once more before the wondering world. (Ezek. 37: 
15-28). Returning with the glory of their God and 
His Christ upon them, there will be the (Isa. 60) 
plainest evidences that one could wish for that 
"righteousness exalteth a nation" in the sight of God 
and man ; but there is — ^we say it reverently — a key to 
the secrets of the great heart of love. He who deigns 
not to bend the knee in prayerful request cannot re- 
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cdve instruction from God. (See John x6: 13.) 
Certainly cannot know about "things to come.'' Still 
it is His will that we may know these things. Not, 
however, in uncharitable scorn toward His servants, 
but by personal application to Himself. "If thou lift 
up thy voice" (to Him) *'then thou shalt understand 
and find the knowledge of God" (Prov. 2:5). "If 
thou seekest her as silver." (As they are doing in 
the Klondike with all their best efforts.) 

Stumble not at this, doubting one; the word is 
plainness itself: "The Lord will do nothing, but He 
revealeth His secrets unto His servants the prophets" 
(Amos 3: 7). Delay, then, no longer, but on your 
knees alone, before God, resolve to study the "more 
sure word of prophecy" (II. Peter, 1-19), esteeming it 
a high Christian privilege to be taken into the very 
council chamber of the great "Jehovah of Hosts" 
(Prov. 25: 2). 

Pray, too, that He will "guide you into all truth" as 
you read my thoughts on the subject, and if I have 
failed to grasp His meaning after twenty years of 
• prayerful study, then my constant prayer shall be that 
He will select from and bless His own truth that 
I have feebly attempted to set before you ; and may it 
result in much joy to you, and glory, through eternity, 
to His, alone, holy Name. Amen. 
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CHAPTER I. 

AN INCENTIVE TO HOPE. 

The smile of incredulity must soon give place to one of 
joyful expectancy. 

Just so soon as semi-scepticism gives place to faith in the 
heart and mind of the Christian will the death-knell of de- 
nominationalism sound. — Isa. 52 : 8 ; Matt 10 : 26 ; Dan. 2 : 8, 
27, 28; Rom. 2: 2. 

The response to the bare suggestion that lost Israel 
and the British people are identical that the writer has 
invariably met with during the past twenty years has 
been a smile of incredulity, often expressed with a 
tinge of sarcasm bordering upon, or wholly made up 
of, scornful mannerism, that at least warrants the re- 
cipient in asking if the person addressing him had 
given so much as one hour's serious consideration to 
the chain of historical facts of which the proposition 
is composed, or five minutes' dependent prayer to the 
alone Giver of Light for understanding of the prophe- 
cies specially relating to these latter days of the Chris- 
tian dispensation. These, parallel with the historical 
evidences, have produced the conviction upon hundreds 
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of tbousands of reverent, scholarly minds that this 
long-tabooed, blessed truth must now take its place by 
the side of, if not in the fore front of, the most im- 
portant scientifically tested questions of these days of 
increasing knowledge. (See Dan. 12:4.) Eminent- 
ly ethnological in its fundamental evidences — a science 
admittedly in its infancy — the strangest feature in the 
opposition met with in its propagation is that the bad 
taste referred to above is often displayed by persons 
whose history is defective in at least the ancient di- 
vision with which ethnologists and archaeologists chief- 
ly interest themselves. A science, in fact, that will 
settle at no distant date, upon a sound basis of ascer- 
tained facts, the majority, if not all, of the speculations 
on race and religions that have made our seats of learn- 
ing a babel of wranglers, our nineteenth-century litera- 
ture "omfusion worse confounded." 

Who knows not that knows but little, that the en- 
cyclopaedia and the serial — quarterly or monthly — sup- 
ply the place of deep thinking among the majority of 
so-called "well-read" men and women. A majority, 
be it remembered, whose busy, restless life routine lives 
only on the surface and up to date ; content if passably 
conversational, in the little time allowed by "society" 
from its "busy round and common task," on the cur- 
rent deep thought that philosophers, whom they as 
vainly seek to emulate as the smallest planet nature's 
grandest, most beneficent luminary, have given a life 
study to. 

These remarks are made from years of close study 
of the so-called "reading public" — ^years spent in a 
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semi-public capacity, with ample opportunity for ob- 
servation, in immediate attendance upon the same. 

One instance out of many (enough to fill a chapter 
might be cited) occurs to my memory. A naval cap- 
tain, really well posted, simply withered the writer — 
and in so doing finally closed the argument — ^with the 
positive statement that "the earliest history of Ireland 
and the adjacent islands was certainly not principally 
Phoenician," whereas the best authorities of that day — 
twenty years ago— were actually revolutionizing cur^ 
rent teaching with the most absolute facts in proof of 
my position — ^viz., that Hebrew and Phoenician colo- 
nists and traders were among, if not the alone earliest, 
settlers long before the Christian era. Who that reads 
but little knows not that Gael and Cymri, Teuton, Alle- 
manni and Goth, Sarmatian, Iberian and Scandinavian 
(still unsettled) questions have raised up to us, with 
greatly increased knowledge, our Niebuhrs, Arnolds, 
our Lathams and Bethams, mighty men of thought 
that would make even our Newtons and earlier savants 
of that ilk quake for the fate of their well-earned 
laurels. 

These are the authorities to whom we appeal, and 
whose unwitting correspondence with these revelations 
of our God, through His holy prophets, warrant us in 
repeating the words of our opening text. 

Let us for a short time interrogate one of these op- 
ponents of the truths that they know even the barest 
outline of in theory and nothing at all of the facts. 

Why should we not look for Israel "far off" from 
the land of their fathers north and west of Europe? 
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(Isa. 49:1a; Ezek. 6:8; Jer. 30:10 and 31:8, and 
10; Isa. 24: 15; Zech. 10:9; Jer. 51:50.) 

Why not specially conduct this inquiry in these days? 
(Dan. 8: 14; Ezek. 4:2-6; Hos. 3:5; Jer. 30:24.) 

Why not attach supreme importance to that search, 
seeing that the holy name of our God is connected with 
and pledged to accomplish its consummation? (Jer. 
33: 21-25 and 31: 37; Heb. 6: 17,18; Gen. 22: 16.) 

Why not expect to find them a great, strong nation, 
in fact, the "chief of nations," with David's blood 
royal reigning, and his flag floating gloriously, over 
them? (Micah 4:7; Hos. 3:5; Ps. 89:20-37; Jer. 
31:4, 7, 10; I. Chron. 17: 11-14, 17, 27; Jer. 33: 17, 
26; I. Chron. 5:2; II. Chron. 13:5; Num. 1:52 and 
2:2,9.) 

Able and willing as no other nation, past or present^ 
to take the downtrodden Jew home (Jer. 3 : 18) and 
settle once for all the REAL Eastern question (Isa. 
34: 1-8.) 

A great nation, supreme at sea (Ps. 89: 24, 32, 35) ; 
supreme commercially (Isa. 42: 10, and 60: 3, 5, 9, 
11); financially (Deut. 28: i, 9-13, and 15: 6), and 
colonially (Gen. 49: 22; Isa. 43: 5, 6, and 49: 19; Jer. 
31 : 8-23) ; supreme religiously (Isa. 42: 4, 10, 16, 19, 
23, and 52: 15; Deut. 28: 10); Pro-test- (is) -ants 
(Isa. 43: 7; 59: 21; and 41: 2,5-13.) 

Why not look for them, utterly distinct and sepa- 
rated from their brethren (the Jews), nationally (I. 
Kings 12: 19, 20, 26; Jer. 3: 17, 18; Ezek. 17: 18, and 
37' 15-25), and religiously (I. Kings, 11: 11-35; Isa. 
50: I ; Hos. ^: 2''7) ; divorced fromiiht Mosaic Cove- 
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nant (Jer. 31 : 33, 36, 37, and 18: 4), but rmstated, 
iErom apostolic days, under a new covenant (Matt. 21 : 
43> 45 ; Mai. 3:1), sealed with the precious blood of 
their peace-making Messiah? The Hebrew form of 
"covenant man" is said to be expressed in the word 
Brit (covenant) ish (man.) 

Why, seeing that the average educated Mahomme- 
dan expects the last act in the fall of Constantinople 
at the hands of seventy thousand of Isaac sons to fulfil 
prophecy — evidently taken from the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures of Amos 7 : 8, 9, 16 — ^should not we at least ex- 
amine the evidence so plainly pointing to ourselves: 
T, zakhak? The phonetic value of this word is ex- 
pressed in our vernacular by the substitution of the 
prefix "I" for that of the "T" in the original, the singu- 
lar being expressed by "saac," the plural by the affix 
"ons." Thus: I saac ons. Compare Israel's name 
in Amos 7 : 8, 9, 16.) Surely the arms of the unspeak- 
able Turk will fall nerveless to his side, while the de- 
spairing "KISMET" issues from his dying lips, as it 
did from the late Sultan Abdul- Aziz, when he sees this 
expected "doom" thus consummated. Perhaps the 
very next time that Israel's (Britain) fleet lays off the 
'Golden Horn. The answer of the brave Kourt Bey, 
the Mameluke chief, to his merciless conqueror Selim 
in 1517 very strikingly illustrates this thought. "By 
Allah," said he, "we were not overthrown because ye 
were braver in battle or better horsemen than we, but 
BECAUSE IT WAS OUR DESTINY. For all that 
has a beginning and the duration of empires is limited. 
Where are the caliphs, those champions of Islamism? 
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Where are the mightiest empires of the world? And 
your TIME also, YE OTTOMANS, WILL come, and 
YOUR dominions shall IN TIME be BROUGHT TO 
NOTHING. As for myself, I am not thy prisoner. 
Sultan Selim, but I stand here free and secure by rea- 
son of thy promises and pledges."* The fear expressed 
by many that the caliph, when "in extremis/' will raise 
the green flag of the prophet and a bloody, pitiless war 
ensue, as in the days of Omar, Amrou, Togrul Beg, 
Othman, and Mahomet II., is groundless. The stu- 
dent of prophecy knows better than to g^ve heed to 
such unfounded alarms. The symbolism of the 
prophetic forecasts of this persecuting power, as g^ven 
in Rev. i6: 12 under the figure of a great river over- 
flowing its banks, represents this power as "drying 
up;" and every newspaper reader and fairly informed 
man can indorse that statement to-day. Not a hint of 
rising again to power is given in the text by the Di- 
vine Revelator. His permitted power is exhausted, 
his "TIME" come to an end. In a word, the Turkish 
power vanishes from the scene forever. 

These questions must suffice. They and many more 
will be treated more fully, with historical and Scrip- 
ture answers in parallel, in the body of this work, and 
a later, and fuller, work (preparing for the press) en- 
titled "The Crisis in Europe.'' 

It is not unlikely that these questions will be evaded 
by many that still refuse to examine the evidences ad- 
duced, with the charge of "presumption" and "prying 
into secrets not intended to be known." To this wc 
reply that it is the business of these essays to give an

TRULY GOD IS GOOD TO ISRAEL. 

So much for the object-lesson. 

Now for the secret! Seeing, then, that these are 
the great Jehovah's secrets, it follows that it is much 
more presumptuous to criticise and explain them away 
by the laws of modem criticism, dealing with the book 
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— of God's "Revelations of His dealings with His 
creature" — in the same manner that we do a serial 
article or editorial comment. "Secrets" they are, in- 
deed, and very precious ones, to those who receive them 
as special mercies condescended to a creature from his 
Creator. 

A late-lamented scientist conducted his criticisms 
along the former lines of knowledge, and, signally 
failing in this department of knowledge, died with an 
"if" upon his lips. 

Hear him: "And if there be no meeting past the 
grave." So died not his equally great (earlier) brother 
in science. Sir Isaac Newton. 

The difference between the two great philosophers 
is, literally, that of two worlds (ages.) The latter 
knew, and profited by knowing (Jer. 9: 24), that the 
"secret of the Lord is with them that fear Him," and, 
governing himself by that rule, humbly gave his 
heart, as well as his great intellectual powers, to his 
God, before attempting to criticise. His blessed Word, 
and as a result received the promised help (Hos. 14: 9 ; 
Jer. 9: 12; John 16: 13) ; and left that help, as the re- 
sult of his studies in things divine, to "live after him." 
The former gave his heart to science and stopped there, 
and the result was that a fairly well-read schoolboy 
could detect the flaw in the biblical criticism of this 
admittedly great scientist ; for the greatest of his class 
sat at his feet and admitted his mastery in secular 
truths (Matt. 9: 29.) One brought faith to bear, and 
that with success ; the other neglected this essential and 
^ipialljr failed to grasp "Reyela^ionr" 
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Yes, my critic, there is all the difference in the world 
— ^and, alas! also that which is to come — in the way 
you handle God's gracious Revelation. If you think 
it "INFRA DIG" to pray for THAT light, step by 
step, with all your heart and soul, (Prov. 2:1-6, 10), 
all the worse for you. Your religion, if you really 
have one, is not to be compared with your ideal heroes 
and great ones of antiquity, for they, according to your 
favorite classics, did not so contemptuously seek "reve- 
lations" of their future from the gods they professed 
to honor, and in whose hands they esteemed their best 
blessings and destiny were held (II. Kings 5: 15; I. 
Kings 21 : 28; I. Chron. 10: 10; Isa. 36: 10) and hid- 
den. 

If you turn to Jer. 33 : 3, you will find, in the margin, 
a "secret" mentioned respecting the blood royal of Da- 
vid, and (verse 21) with it a solemn oath, from Ciod 
Himself (verse 17), respecting its NEVER-FAILING 
PRESERVATION in royal estate, over the house or 
kingdom of Israel (verses 17 and 24) AS A NATION, 
so long as the starry heavens remained before Him. 
Read also Ps. 89: 20-37; H- Sam. 7: 12-16, and 23: 
I5> 16. 

Amos 3: I, 6, 7 tells us that no national calamity 
escapes the observant eye and overruling providence 
of the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. "Surely 
the Lord will not do anything but He revealeth His 
SECRET unto His servants the prophets." Read also 
Deut. 32 : 8, 9, 29 ; II. Peter i : 19. 

Parallel with the "oath" and "secret" referred to 
»bove^ which in the words "forever" extends from the 
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Babylonian Captivity until the present time, and called 
in prophetic language "the 'seven' times of the Gen- 
tiles'* — Si period of 2,520 years — ^will be found, re- 
vealed as SECRETS (Dan. 2: 29, 30; Rev. 1:1, and 
4 : I ) , to, and by, God's prophet Daniel, the whole his- 
tory of the four great world powers. The Babylonian, 
about to fall ; Medo-Persian ; Greek, and Roman ; the 
latter extended to and including the kingdoms of mod- 
ern Europe. All of these will be found, upon critical 
scriptural study, to have been "spiritual despotisms." 
The symbols are explained in the sacred text to and 
by Daniel. 

The initial stage of destruction which it is the busi- 
ness of these, and a later series of essays to 
set forth, beginning at the French Revolution and 
ending with the above period, so running out — if the 
year-day figures be accepted — in 1914, introduce the 
most probably intended "seven vials" of the wrath of 
Almighty God. These are set forth again, in parallel 
with Daniel's forecast, in the "Revelation" — "Unveil- 
ing," or Hora-Skopeo — of the remaining history of 
the nations (or Gentiles.) 

This "treading down" of the "holy people" and 
"land" is distinctly given as 2,300 day-years of the 
above mentioned 2,520. Prophetic expositors term 
these "Chronological Prophecies," and as a conse- 
quence they must have clearly defined commencing 
and ending dates. The latter probably ends in 
the seventh vial and third woe, while the close of the 
lesser number from B. C. 403 probably fixes 1897 as 
the beginning of the last-mentioned period, and termed 
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in expositors' phraseology the "Harvest and 
This is an astounding proposition if applied, as above, 
to the "dying Turk" and the end of the sixth vial. We 
seem to be standing at the "parting of the ways," with 
the last period of the world's history staring us in the 
face, our veritable, appalling future. These secrets 
none of the philosophers of ancient or modern days 
could unravel. 

To interpose the answer given to the Apostles by 
our blessed Lord Himself, "It is not for you to" know 
the times and seasons," etc. (Acts i : 6, 7), is to display 
both a very superficial knowledge of the subject of 
their inquiry and little or nothing of the "times and 
seasons" referred to. For they are, as noted just above, 
most clearly defined in Daniel's series, and, judging 
by the original meaning of the name of the revealing 
angel — "Gabriel," or "God my excellency" — as given 
in our authorized margin, as well as the striking like- 
ness in each case in Daniel and Revelation given by 
the same Blessed One. For to whom could the "ex- 
cellency of God" apply in a representative position in 
this matter if not to Israel's Messiah? At any rate, 
the identity is remarkable if the following be com- 
pared: Rev. 21 : I, 13-17, with Dan. 7: 9, and 8: 15, 
16, 27; also 10: 5, 6, 8. A moment's thought over the 
chronology of these prophecies; also the respective 
dates of "sealing" of the former, in Dan. 12 : 4, and the 
opening of the evidently same series, recorded in Rev. 
5 : 2, 5, 9, 6: 2-7, and 8:1, later on, some nearly 600 
years, most clearly prove "design" in thus making the 
answer to the APOSTLE'S question a purely PER- 
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SONAL one; while by no means excluding His fol- 
lowers participating in the special "blessedness of 
knowing" these very "times and seasons," some sixty 
years later (Rev. i : i, 3, and 11: 2.) If "things to 
come" (Rev. i : i ; 4: i, and Dan. 2: 28, 29, 45) "to 
pass" "hereafter" mean anything, then it is plain that 
our Lord's time to continue His Revelations of the 
future had not arrived when this question was put to 
Him hy the Apostles. 

Your ideal ancient monarch went tremblingly, with 
vast wealth as presents, to his god to know his fate in 
the hour of peril, without the least idea that he 
might dare to ask more concerning his future. You 
must do the same with a more sincere heart if you 
would know — ^what you may know — ^the real meaning 
of an "overruling Providence" in mundane affairs. 
You will see that with Daniel and all GOD'S prophets 
it was an affair of the "heart" quite as much as the in- 
tellect, and exclaim with Naaman: "Now I know 
there is no God in all the earth but in Israel." Let me 
ask you to do one of two things, and do it with all 
your HEART. Either let this blessed truth alone or 
3TUDY IT (II. Tim. 2 : 15), so as to meet "God's ap- 
proval" and help, or take the charge of presumption 
home to yourself, and remember that (Prov. 18: 13) 
is the truest philosophy, after all. 
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CHAPTER II. 

WHAT THINK YB OF CHRIST/ 

A Plea for Prophetic Study. 

"How is it that you do not discern this time?" — ^Luke 
»: 56. 

" Study to show thyself approved of God . . . rightly 
dividing the word of truth." — II. Tim. 2: 15. 

Sir W. Dawson's closing words from the presiden- 
tial chair of the Montreal Auxiliary of the Bible So- 
ciety, as reported in The Witness, beautiful in their 
heart earnestness; solemn, indeed, in the warning, to 
Christians at least, to be up and doing for the Master's 
Word, reminded me of Dr. Elliott's closing words 
when finishing his great "Apocalyptic Commentary." 
That saintly scholar and student, than whom no greater 
brain-worker for his Master can be found on the page 
of nineteenth-century history— except it be Dr. His- 
lop, the author of the "Two Babylons" — ^laid bare a 
heart full of love and devotion as he penned these 
words : "With regard to our present position ( 1845- 
50), we have been led, as the result of our investiga- 
tions" (doubtless covering many years' prayerful 
study), "to fix it at but a short time from the end of 
the now existing dispensation and the expected second 
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advent of Christ This thought, when we seriously 
attempt to realize it, must be felt a very startling as 
well as solemn one. . . . Can it be that we are 
come so near the day of the Son of Man that the gen- 
eration now alive shall very possibly not have passed 
away before its fulfilment, yea, that perhaps even our 
own eyes may witness, without the intervention of 
death, that astonishing event of the consummation. 
. . . At this present crisis of the world, this time 
of the end,' in the evidence of prophecy, in the signs 
of the times, in the general agitation of Christendom, 
and the increased and increasing expectancy of Him 
by His people, the Saviour's voice seems to be heard, 
loud and clear as perhaps never before: 'Surely I come 
quickly.' Oh, may it be the privilege of both reader 
and writer, whether first to meet Him by death or by 
the brightness of His coming advent, to be enabled 
each one to answer the summons with the inmost soul's 
welcome : 'Amen ! Even so, come, Lord Jesus !' " 
To sit at the feet of such "saints of light" for some 
twenty years has been the preeminently highest privi- 
lege of the writer of this essay. To say that their zeal 
and love is contagious, filling the soul with greater 
joy because of increasing faith and hope that results 
from such heavenly intercourse, is perhaps saying too 
much in honor and recognition of any man, however 
good or great. But to recognize them as "vessels" 
made "meet for the Master's use," and, under Christ, 
give "honor to whom honor" is due, is, I think, but "to 
do honor to Master and servant, while realizing the 
Holy Spirit's gracious "reaching out" to us the bless- 
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ing of light best suited to our need through their con- 
secrated talents and lives. How often have I been led 
to compare their deep yearning to impart "some spir- 
itual gift" to the cold, sarcastic mannerism of some 
ministers of religion and editors of religious and semi- 
religious journals, who have thrown "cold water" upon 
efforts as earnest, if not as talented, as the above 
blessed men, instead of saying an encouraging word 
or reaching out a helping hand to the "seekers after 
truth" in the ^'tnore sure word of prophecy." 

If any such shall read these words, let me ask you, 
brother, solemnly, as you shall give an account to God, 
if you have ever given one day's earnest study — ^as one 
hungering and thirsting—or spent one hour in prayer 
for more light upon the sacred utterances of the "holy 
prophets" who "spake as the Spirit gave them utter- 



ance." 



If "one touch of nature makes the whole world kin," 
one touch of the "sword of the Spirit" opens — ^when 
requested— our hearts to receive "help" through such 
channels as those mentioned above, as we sit at their 
feet to learn of Him that never erred ; dependent alone 
upon His Spirit to take from them — His servants — ^the 
things He has "revealed" for these "last days" and 
"show them unto us" (John 14: 13, 16, 26; Rev. i : i, 
3, and 4:1.) Yes, however much we admire the tal- 
ent, logic, rhetoric displayed in the writings of our 
favorite authors, editors, pastors, it is incumbent on all 
to "search the Scriptures" prayerfully, studiously, con- 
tinuously, to see if these things are so. I have often 
differed with mine, and that profitably ; it has invaria- 
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bly brought me back to the safest, infallible, one, and 
saved me from thinking too much of the former. 

So, my reader, in asking Christ's question, "What 
think ye of Christ?" I also ask you to meditate with me 
on His and His Apostles' prophetic comment. First, 
then, I expect every consecrated Christian — I cannot 
understand any other — to respond, "He is" to me "the 
chief among ten thousand, the altogether loveliest." 
What soldier serves otherwise or who ever heard of 
a professing servant or a slave's allegiance to him who 
has bought him? To the professor of rehgion who 
takes for granted that the above can do the thinking 
for him; I say, with sincere solicitude, "Take care;" 
multitudes are looking for your Master, your Creator, 
your Saviour, and you dare not tell Him that. You 
do not act so illogically in mundane affairs. He will 
require your lost opportunities, to your eternal sorrow. 
Paul says He will come, "taking vengeance on them 
that obey not the Gospel" in His absence. Not at His 
coming, mind; you will not be indifferent then, but 
speechless. To the scoflfer I say, you may see your- 
self accurately described in H. Peter 3: 2-6; II. Tim. 
3: 1-5. I may add, "God bless you" and show you 
something different in this essay, and give you better 
"thoughts of Christ." You expect more sensible ac- 
tion in your children and servants. You would not 
stand scoffing from them. You will soon, oh, so soon, 
**cry to the rocks" to hide you from the merited wrath 
of the "Lamb of God," who did more for you than you 
ever did for your best friend. Your best course is to 
stop, as the dying thief did. Pardon the contrast — 
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you may be a very paragon of morality, but you are a 
scoffer just now, and as such need the Saviour you 
scoff at. 

But my object principally is to direct attention to 
Christ as a "Prophet," supplementing the same with 
the prophetic utterances of His Apostles, and to this 
end invite you to disburden your mind of all modern 
ideas, even if inculcated by an angel from heaven. 
Many right-minded, saintly teachers have overlooked 
the dispensational order of the offices of Christ, and 
many of the denominational differences may be traced 
to that cause. Not so did the Apostles, although they 
at one time "understood none of these things" respect- 
ing the death, resurrection, and coming "Kingdom," 
until after His resurrection He explained them. They 
placed these offices in very correct and intelligent or- 
der after He left them. 

Instance : the days of humiliation and suffering they 
understood as the days of His "prophesying," as did 
Moses before them (Acts 3: 22.) 

These present "days of grace" or forbearance to 
anti-Christian nations or individual professing "church- 
goers," as Christians of every hue call them, Paul calls 
his "high priesthood" (Heb. 9: 28), during which "He 
ever liveth to make intercession for us," our scoffing 
critic included. Paul says: "The Messiah continues 
in this office until the eve of His return to them that 
look for Him." Notice, He returns "without a sin 
offering" (margin), thus indicating that that office 
concludes at His coming. Some of my readers may 
remember that stanza in our late sweet singer's, F. R. 
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Havergal, beautiful hymn, in which she sings out her 
heart's love and hope : 

"Thou art coming, O my Saviour, 
Thou art coming, O my King. 



*'Coming, O my glorious Priest; 
Hear we not Thy golden bells f* 

The Bible student will remember that part of the 
"garments" for "beauty and holiness" of the Levitital 
high priest which had for its ornamentation, around 
the skirt of his robe, "a golden bell and a pomegra- 
nate" in beautiful alternation, so that he could not move 
toward the door, from the most holy to the holy place, 
without the anxious watcher in the courts receiving 
the earliest intimation that "peace was made for him" 
by the blood of the everlasting covenant. Do you 
grasp this blessed truth, my reader? Bear with me 
if you are unconverted. That blood or mine or yours 
must answer that question. Mine if I tell you not. 
Yours if you heed not (Ezek. 3 : 16-19, and 33 : 7, 8, 9.) 

But I hear one who left the minister or editor to 
think for him, or perhaps a doubter, or even our scof- 
fer aroused to an inquiring mood, say: "But I must 
not," you say, "trust even such an avowed saint as our 
sweet singer." Just so, I reply. Not without the 
word of Revelation confirming her words. So we 
turn to the subject of our sketch, and yet again a3k the

question, "What think ye of Christ?" as we point you 
for the confirmation needed to Rev. i : 12-19. 

See that beautiful "God Man" Himself, moving, as 
all students admit, in the midst of the earliest churches, 
clad in the high priestly garment of the new — dispen- 
sation — covenant. Compare His looks, fearful and 
glorious, with a vision of "His glory" that Isaiah 
(chapter 6) saw, and you will find the likeness com- 
plete. Read His own (Jesus the Christ) comment in 
John 12: 41. But note, although Jesus admits that 
Isaiah spake of "the Lord," the "glory" that was the 
subject of that vision was that of a "King" whose 
"glory filled the whole earth.'' Now turn to the nine- 
teenth chapter of the same "Revelation of Jesus Christ," 
the same that Sir W. Dawson mentioned, referred to 
at the opening of this essay, and see that it is a King 
with all the crowns of EARTH as His RIGHT com- 
ing in "glory" and "vengeance." Now review the dis- 
pensational order of His offices again, and see that 
they were prophetic, are priestly, will be "kingly." The 
latter is fully described in Jer. 23: 1-6; Isa. 11, and 
65: 66. The Saviour confirmed this — ^after Peter, as 
the mouthpiece of all the Apostles, confessed that He, 
the Son of Man, was the very Christ — ^when he said 
(Matt. 25: 31) : "When the Son of man shall come 
in His glory, then shall He sit upon the throne of His 
"glory." Turning again to Matt. 5 : 35, we find the 
same blessed Prophet-Saviour claiming that same 
"Jerusalem" in which he ministered and oflFered Him- 
self, once for all, as "His throne city." 

That tbi? "glory" was deferred to some tivn^ fpUow 
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ing this is proved by the words that fell frocn His own 
divine lips (Luke 19: 11, 12) : "Because they thought 
the kingdom of God was immediately to appear," or 
be set up in their beloved Jerusalem, "He spake unto 
them this parable:" "A certain NOBLEMAN went 
into a far country to receive for himself a kingdom and 
return." This parable, applied to Himself, plainly de- 
fers the "setting up" of His kingdom until His return. 
All in harmony, be it observed, with our former line of 
meditation. Pass on, now, to the next chapter (Luke 
20: 9, 10), and you will find Him speaking a similar 
parable for a similar purpose, but this time to the rulers, 
etc. (verse i). The former parable was spoken to the 
multitude in the presence of His Apostles and dis- 
ciples. Note in this parable He defers His return for 
a long time (verse 9.) Never once does He deny that 
the kingdom was to be set up in Jerusalem; in fact, we 
have seen above that He places it there, but in the dis- 
tant future. There is with Him, as with the prophetic 
student to-day, no question as to its location ; the only 
question refers to the time. It is plainly, then, the 
"return of the glory" to Israel in the time of Messiah's 
return — ^the only King known to Israel — ^that we are 
studying to obtain an intelligent grasp of. 

All the heathen "world rulers," from Nimrod's 
apostasy down to Mahomet himself, had usurped this 
"kingship and glory." We shall see a striking analo- 
gy further on, when we come to consider the genealogy 
of Mahomet. The analogy, again, consists of this fact, 
that Mahomet, too, was a "nobleman's son;" but of a 
fallen house, in direct descent from Esau, H^ {3 rec- 
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ognized, as we shall see later on, as ''the little horn'* 
which "waxed exceeding great" in Dan. 8:9. At the 
siege of Jerusalem, after Mahomet's death, "the gen- 
erals, with one consent, quoted this versicle out of the 
Alcoran. . . . *0 people, enter ye into the Holy 
Land which God hath decreed for you/ " These words 
the generals in question claimed to have received from 
Mahomet, being verse 24 of chapter 50 of the Alcoran. 
The reader can find the quotation in Gibbon and Ock- 
ley's "History of the Saracens," page 250. All the 
caliphs, from Mahomet to the present ruler in Con- 
stantinople, knew of this claim, and have based their 
own upon it as a "divine right." 

These dispensational offices of Christ, then, espe- 
cially of the atonement, and that which, of necessity, 
took away their priesthood, ritual, and economy, was 
what the Rabbis "stumbled at." We cannot doubt this 
without doubting "the Living Word," "Messiah" Him- 
self. (See Matt. 21: 41, 42, 43.) 

This "deferred" "setting up of the glory" is the sub- 
ject of Ezekiel's long, beautiful, and last series of vis- 
ions, chapters 40 to 48, which closes with the words: 
"And the name of the city from that day shall be 'the 
Lord is there.' " Look at the forty-third chapter, 
verses 2 to 15, and the description of the "returning 
glory," and you will see that "the appearance" is very 
like, if not designed for, that of the "Saviour's glory" 
that we saw twice in Revelation — i.e., priestly and 
Kingly. (See also Zech. 6: 12, 13, and Isa. 11 : i-io.) 
The analogy, too, with Isaiah's (6: i) reference to 
himself when "high and lifted up," that be biipsclf 
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"spake of," with these last quoted, is complete. There 
is, then, no possibility, without doing violence to the 
sacred text and Divine Revelator, of separating Israel 
from Messiah's kingdom and glory. This is further 
supported by Jer. 3: 14-17, where we see that Jeru- 
salem will be called "THE THRONE OF THE 
LORD." The parallel, too, in this, as all the other 
Scripture quoted, is perfect ; for it is to be at the time 
when Israel and Judah return to God, His favor and 
land (Isa. 11 : 11.) David looked forward in the spirit 
to the time when "his Lord" — ^the subject of our open- 
ing inquiry and our next — should "build up Zion" — 
t. e,, bring back in glory His captive, outcast Israel, 
and "appear in His glory" (Ps. 102: 16.) In this con- 
nection we are distinctly and designedly informed that 
this one hundred and second Psalm "shall be written" 
— evidently prophetically — ^"for the time to come" 
(verse 18.) That this is still future the continued 
"treading down" of His land witnesses. "And," the 
inspired viceroy of Messiah adds, "the people which 
shall be created shall praise the Lord." Finally, the 
Prophet-King — type of his Lord, as his son Solomon 
was of His Glory — says : "All kings of the earth shall 
see Thy glory." This has never been accomplished, 
for had they "seen" they had no alternative but to ac- 
knowledge and bow to His authority (Hag. 2 : 21, 22.) 
In so doing they must resign theirs, with their crowns, 
to Him. These are plainly the "many crowns" with 
which we saw Him crowned in the vision of His "com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven" in Rev. 19: 12. To which 
also, we repeat, Sir W. Dawson so solemnly referred, 
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and we to the latter in the opening clauses of this chap^ 
ter. One monarch, the greatest the world has seen 
and who is beloved throughout the same, has already 
confessed her expectancy and willingness to do this. 
(See the note at the end of the verses, "Hail Victo- 
ria!") God grant her length of days and grace to 
see her heart's desire. 

Now for our last item, that confounded the rab- 
binical quibblers and will still the higher critics, who 
plainly lack the Spirit's inspiration, too: "How then 
is He"— Messiah— "His Son," and "why does David 
call Him Lord?" 

First then, notice, David says (Ps. 102: 15) : "All 
the kings of the earth shall see THY glory." He evi- 
dently then saw it — "in the spirit" — ^prophetically 
(Matt. 22: 43) and admitted it, as the kings just re- 
ferred to have yet to do. In this he plainly acknowl- 
edges Him — "in the spirit" — ^prophetically; the exact 
conditions of our Lord's challenge — ^which the rabbis 
would not answer, if they could, in the spirit — ^to all 
the world and ages to come to be "his" Lord. David 
therefore must, as all his seed on his throne after him, 
have considered himself as ruling (jod's people as His 
VICEROY, sitting on His throne, in His city, Jerusa- 
lem, and land, till "He comes whose right it is." (See 
Ezek. 21 : 27.) Notice, in the above Psalm he is evi- 
dently talking in the spirit, prophetically, to his "Lord," 
for he says "Thy glory." Notice, too (I. Chron. 29: 
(23), "Solomon sat on *the throne of the Lord' AS king 
instead of David, his father." David in like manner 
foretold Messiah's royal priesthood ; every Bible reader 
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knows and will not attempt to deny this or explain it 
away (Ps. no: 4.) The atonement to be oflfered by 
his Lord is the subject of gratitude and praise through- 
* out the inspired collection of that sweet singer that has 
supplied a model for poet and minstrel — Handel's 
"Messiah" not the least — ^throughout the ages. David 
certainly did not place "the glory" before the priestly 
and atoning offices of his Lord. In conclusion, we 
may admit that it is open to question "when" "these 
things" shall be "consummated" in Messiah's glory 
(Matt. 24: 3, and 25: 34.) As we are courting in- 
quiry, we may as well refer once more to the supposed 
difficulty raised by our Lord's words just before being 
received up into heaven: "It is not for you, (i. e,, the 
Apostles alone are addressed ; it is not wise to read any 
more into the sacred text) to know the times and sea- 
sons." Certainly if this passage stood alone on record 
as our Lord's last words, it would constitute a formid- 
able objection. But, as a matter of fact, it simply af- 
fected the Apostles themselves,— as we have seen above 
— for the iirst duty of all Christ's messengers is to re- 
peat His last message (Luke 24: 47), that "repentance 
and remission of sins should be preached in His name 
among all nations, beginning" — ^the peculiar work of 
these Apostles — ^"at Jerusalem." To this they con- 
fined themselves, and we rarely find them doing more 
than "generalizing" when led to refer to the "end of 
the age.*' As a matter of history, it is admitted that 
the unsullied Christians of the Eastern Church of the 
first two centuries were not at all clear in their exposi- 
tions 00 this subject ; neither should we expect them to 
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he, for the "unfolding of the age"-^c actual subject 
of the Revelation to which I am about to refer, which 
is the almost literal value of the word "Apocalypse :" 
"Hora," time; "Scopeo," to view — ^has demonstrated 
that the "Revelation" of the closing scenes was to be 
progressive. I mean that in its chronological order, 
as the dear Lord opened each seal, so much light was 
designedly thrown on that period in particular by the 
Spirit, who enabled David and Daniel to "view the 
times" down to "the restitution of all things" (Acts 
3: 19), and that their recorded experiences might be 
available for reference and parallels in later times, on 
the — so to speak — ^"up-to-date prophecies contained 
therein, that the faithful seeker might see his position 
in the "chain of ages." Luther and his contemporaries 
were far ahead of those who had "witnessed" before 
them, but their recorded utterances on prophecy are 
certainly vague and indefinite and by no means so en- 
lightening as our nineteenth-century expositions; the 
"gathering up" of all the best thoughts of the brightest 
iof God's saints since John first wrote, from Messiah's 
lips, "the things shortly to come to pass." How can 
we expect the Apostles to know the meaning of these 
things when they were not even unsealed by their Mas- 
ter until some sixty years later — ^as seen above. Yes, 
David, Daniel, and the other prophets had spoken the 
secrets of their God (Amos 3:7; Dan. 3: 28 — ^note 
"latter" days; 8: 26, and 10: 14, 21, "latter^' days), 
but they were "sealed," probably by Jesus himself, for 
the "appearances" are strikingly alike (Dan. T2: 9)*; 
/'sealed," in fact, "till the time of. the end^ (Dan. 
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12: 4.) Hence, then, it appears that, instead of rais- 
ing objections, we ought to be expecting increasing 
light on these subjects "until the perfect day." This 
is confirmed by our Lord's words (Rev. lo: 7.) (No- 
tice the analogy in the descriptive appearances of this 
"angel," and that of Daniel's visions, "standing upon 
the land and waters.") "In the days of the seventh 
angel, when he shall begin to sound the mystery of 
God shall be finished" — i. e., the Revelation completed, 
as if one had completed the "unrolling" of an ancient 
manuscript or volume. "Volvo," to roll. Turn over, 
now, to the eleventh chapter of Revelation, and we 
find (verse 15) that the chronological development of 
these prophetic visions has reached the seventh angel's 
sounding, and "great voices" are heard proclaiming 
"the kingdoms of this world" as on the eve of passing 
into the hands of their rightful owner, the Messiah, 
God's anointed One — Christ. 

Almost all modern commentators agree in placing the 
seventh trumpet about the time of the French Revolu- 
tion and beginning of the century (nineteenth) when 
the greatest light that ever has been is admittedly be- 
ing increasingly cast upon the blessed "word of proph- 
ecy." Still then the "greatest of the prophets," Mes- 
siah, is our teacher. Let us return to His last, but one, 
utterance on earth. We have just heard Him from 
heaven: if this will not solemnize your heart, reader, 
what will? This (Matt. 24: 25), bear in mind, is the 
time when He spake of His "coming in glory," in an- 
answer to the apostolic inquiry as to the "signs of" "his 
coming." The account of this answer as gfiven by 
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Luke ai : 24 places it at the time of the ''treading 
down'' of God's people and land by "the Gentiles." 
This, it will be remembered, is just where we placed it 
above in reviewing other prophetic statements on this 
department of our inquiry. 

This last "treading down," by the Romans and Sara- 
cens, is the result of Judah's "stumbling" over the aton- 
ing sacrifice of their Messiah. Who knows not how 
terribly the curse they invoked has fallen upon them? 
But, blessed be God, their sorrow and travail is to 
cease, and (Zech. 12: 8-14) they will yet "look upon 
Him — ^whom they pierced" — ^in the vision of the 
"glory" that we referred to above, that Isaiah saw. 
This also is placed contemporary with the end of the 
"treading down" of the people and land (Isa. 6: 11). 
A conference of learned Jews in Russia have lately ad- 
mitted this. This, however, is somewhat indefinite, at 
least for the sceptic, whom I am anxious to reach. 
There are, then, two other "visions" in the Old and 
New Testament — such precise parallelism, be it ob- 
served, has the blessed Spirit preserved in this "Revela- 
tion" — specially dealing with the duration of "Gentile" 
domination over Israel's land and people. Daniel 
(8:14) was told that some 2,300 years (the fact that 
it still continues proves that literal "days" were not 
meant. The symbol of time is from a diurnal revolu- 
tion on its axis to an annual orbit of the earth around 
the sun — i,e,, 2l day to a year,) would elapse. The 
only difficulty now remaining is to find when that 
period commenced in the history of the then dominant 
Persian world power. Dr. Elliott chose B.C. 480, 
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when Xerxes tried his strength against the rising 
(notice this carefully; it is the hinge of the whole 
inquiry) Greek. Th^t date brought him down to 
A.D. 1820+480=2300, and he claims that "the sixth 
vial began then ;" and I fully agree with him that the 
Turkish power, or s)rmbolic river "Euphrates" (Rev. 
16: 12), began to dry up about the beginning of this 
century. Had he lived until to-day he would have 
seen that its "completion" was later than 1849. But 
this only confirms my argument for "progressive light 
on unfolding prophecy." I took issue with his clos- 
ing date, simply because "the vial has not run out," 
fixing upon a later date when the page of history 
plainly indicated the waning of the Persian power, and 
the rising of the Greek supremacy on its ruins. I sug- 
gested that the battle of Cunaxa and the margin of 
time needed for the collecting the Greek ten thousand 
auxiliaries and one hundred thousand rebels, which 
really marks the "dividing of the times" mentioned in 
the vision of Daniel, say about B.C. 403-1. Tested 
thus, we obtain B.C. 403-1 +A.D. 1897 or 1899=2300 
for a possible approximate, — ^we are only allowed to 
see the "fig tree" "budding"' (Luke 21 : 29) end of the 
present "down-treading" power. If "straws show" 
whence "the wind blows," the initial Zionist move- 
ment — which the wisest claim will never cease until 
accomplished — in 1897, is, to say the least, very sig- 
nificant. 

But when we find the dear Lord's prophecy (Rev. 
11: 1,2) most literally confirming that conclusion, 
surely it behooves us to give it a very prayerful con- 
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sideration. He there gives us "forty-two prophetic 
months of year-days;" or, 30X42=12604-637 A.D.= 
1897 for the last prophetic permitted "treading-down 
of the holy city"— Omar, and the generals referred to 
above "occupied" Jerusalem that very year, i.e., A.D. 
637. — Mark the "symbolic" measuring line in the re- 
vealing "prophet-apostle's" hand, given to him "sym- 
bolically" to determine the ''time" when the land in 
question shall be reoccupied by its rightful owners. 
Read again Rev. 11: i, 2. See the exact parallel 
prophecy of Zechariah in ch. 2 : i, 2, 4, where we are 
told that "Jerusalem shall be inhabited" again, in 
safety and blessedness, and "the glory" return, as we 
saw in Ezekiel and the Psalms, to "dwell in the midst 
thereof" once more. And note the explanation of 
"the measuring line" — it makes the argument conclu- 
sive. The result, then, of our comparison with Dr. 
Elliott's dates is that he certainly fixes the beginning 
of the sixth vial, while the latter batch of figures ap- 
proximates {the only results we seek for) its ending. 
As a consequence, then, we must be within close prox- 
imity to the beginning of the third woe, which in- 
cludes the seventh and last vial (Rev. 8: 13; 9: 
12), representing the Saracen and Turkman "woe" to 
the "land and people," at the end of which, we are told 
in this same chapter (11 : 14), "the third woe cometh . 
quickly.'* Dr. Elliott, whom I indorse as most con- 
vincing, marks a long pause between the first two 
woes, which only makes the latter statement, respect- 
ing the quicker succession to the second, of the third, 
jnore solemnly convincing. 
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Now, my reader, if your heart is not solemnly im- 
pressed, as your intellect may be edified, by the pe- 
rusal of my prayerful studies, and, if you have not an 
incentive to make your Calling and election sure and 
help in this great and blessed work of speeding God's 
truth by every means in your power, may it not be laid 
to your charge in the great day to which we are evi- 
dently hasting ; and may our meeting not be an added 
cause of regret in the time when you shall "seek for 
comfort in vain;" when by taking timely, earnest 
warning, your joy and peace in the Lord of life and 
glory might have been your theme of praise, with His 
own, throughout ages of paradisaical blessedness, 
such as man never knew since man fell from it, in 
the far-off ages of sin and sorrow, that we are leav- 
ing behind us forever. "God bless you" and make 
you wise to your best interest in His love, is the sincere 
prayer of the author, your friend.

CHAPTER III. 

HAS ''the set time TO FAVOR ZION*' COME? 

PS. 102: 13. 

A "Divined* Eastern Question. 

"Hail to the brightness of Zion's glad morning! 

Long by the prophets of Israel foretold! 
Hail to the millions from bondage returning, 
Gentile and Jew now their Saviour behold!" 

Thomas Hastings (1830). 

If ever it was true that "the last feather breaks the 
camel's back," it is the new phase in the much-vexed 
"Eastern question," introduced by the influential body 
now (August, 1900) sitting in council in London. 

Lord Salisbury's now historic speech in the House 
of Lords, July 8th, 1898, exemplified another common 
proverb— "There is many a true word spoken in jest.'* 
Suppose we credit this spokesman of the "perplexed 
powers" with airing his witticism at a critical mo- 
ment, big with the fate of multitudes of "anxious" 
watchers. "The domain of prophecy," rather than 
"that of political speculation" is certainly the direction 
in which multitudes of the truest s)rmpathizers with 
God's beloved and favored people have looked for 
the last quarter of a centi?ry for the solution of the 
problem, "who is to become the happy possessor of 
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that glorious land/' dear alike to Jew and Christian, 
when it falls, as all admit it must do soon, from the 
enfeebled grasp of its present loathsome ruler. 

This new phase of the Eastern question makes one 
doubt the great statesman's saying: "The last 
word in the Eastern question is, who shall possess 
Constantinople?" and to look somewhat further East- 
ward for fulfilment of that secular prophecy, only to 
find its more perfect solution in the Divine Revela- 
tion. Certainly many thousands of Judah's (the 
Jews') most sincere well-wishers, who share that 
priceless treasure in common with them, credit these 
"sons of Abraham" with so doing. 

While regarding with great admiration the almost 
fabulous, unprecedented munificence and patriotism 
displayed in the Baron Edmund de Rothschild's offer 
to purchase the boon that above all is esteemed the 
"hope" of his co-religionists, we confess that a cloud 
of disappointment passed over our vision of "coming 
glories" when our memory reverted to the warning 
words of the "Ever Blessed," "All Wise" "Eternal of 
Hosts" by the mouth of His faithful servant Moses. 

"THE LAND SHALL NOT BE SOLD 

for ever; 

for 

THE LAND IS MINE." 

Leviticus 25: 23. 

The reader will remember that this is the same land 
that we saw the Saracen generals laying claim to as 
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God's gift to them. He will also discern the misuse 
made by Mahomet of his equally certain descent from 
Abraham through Amalek, Esau, and — ^his union by 
marriage — Ishmael. This in passing. We shall deal 
with this aspect of the question much more fully later 
on. If any importance is to attach to the "Divine" 
side of this question — ^and surely millions who profess 
to reverence and be guided by "the Blessed Word" 
will not proceed further until this insuperable diffi- 
culty is cleared up — it follows that the generous 
Baron and his equally noble-hearted coadjutors either 
stand to-day in the position of the most honored, 
highly favored, of men, or are acting somewhat unad- 
visedly in this most important matter, not only in their 
own, but also the world's history; excepting only 
that which, more than any other episode in all their 
checkered history — ^so at least the Christian thinks 
(see, too, Josephus) — ^to which all their sufferings are 
alone to be traced. That the time for "Israel's" rising 
is at hand (Isa. 60), I will submit evidence, briefly in 
proof, before I close this essay, and in much fuller 
and, I trust, convincing form in later issues. 

I have said ''most important event" advisedly, for 
Israel's return is, in the Divine counsels, deemed even 
more far-reaching in its results as to its effect upon the 
nations of the whole earth than that never yet for-f 
gotten deliverance by the hand of the greatest but one 
Lawgiver that ever blessed by His presence the sons 
of men. To whom, in fact, all that is good, beautiful, 
and blessed to-day in human economies, all that has 
retained its very essentials of wisdom and love, may 
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be traced. While contemporary competitors among 
"gods and men" have passed and are still passing 
(instance the present French Republic) into that obli- 
vion of unsatisfactory things and economies from 
which they emerged — i.e., a world at variance with its 
best and truest friend, "an Almighty Creator" whose 
name and power is stamped on all His works, and who 
takes into His most secret counsels those that love and 
fear Him, and reveals "His great design" of life 
through them for bringing back to Himself a world 
in rebellion against Him. 

(See my work, preparing for the press, "The Evolu- 
tion of Love," revealed in the "Trinity in Unity.") 

I have deemed this digression a necessary part of 
my subject in bringing out more fully my thoughts in 
these great "Revelations/* vouchsafed more particu- 
larly to the Protestants in all Israel and Judah, not ex- 
cepting any that in singleness of heart cooperate with 
them (Rom. 15: 10; Eph. 3:6), in, what I shall en- 
deavor to prove, shortly, these thrilling, closing scenes 
of the Christian dispensation. My reader will the 
more willingly bear with me when I tell him that I 
have prayerfully studied along these lines for eighteen 
years, and desire more than anything else to "freely 
give," as I may have "freely received," benefit from 
the alone source of light on these deep, soul-stirring 
events through which we are passing, and on every 
page of which is written, as Lord Salisbury virtually 
expressed it, "perplexity." 

Turning, then, to the report of this important ton- 
ftrtntt, which may safely be deemed the initial step to 
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the second and GREATER exodus of the houses of 
Israel and Judah, we meet with another disappoint- 
ment in the utter absence of all reference to "the 
Messiah," "Israel/' or the "Throne of David," three 
essentials that must not be omitted — ^in fact, cannot — 
from any review of evidence affecting the fortunes of 
this interesting and unquestionably "favored" "people 
of God." 

Favored, we observe, firstly, by His great condescen- 
sion in putting His Holy Name upon them (Ex. 3: 
15). Secondly, by the gift of the land (Gen. 13 : 17; 
15: 7), the only spot on earth made holy by the foot- 
steps of the Creator and Saviour of men. Thirdly, by 
the special choice of "this people" (have I "formed" 
for myself) to "witness" for Him against an idola- 
trous turning from His laws by the whole race of men ; 
and protest against the same. Notice Isa. 44: 6, 7, 8: 
"Ye, Israel, are my witnesses," and also ch. 62: 2-1 1, 
the promise that they should in their later history be 
"called by another name"— "Pro" "Testis," "for a wit- 
ness." Locate these and you have the key to Israel's 
whereabouts as distinguished from Judah — ^the Jews — 
from which they are to return (Hos. i: 10, 11) with 
their brethren, the Jews — (Ezek. 37: 18-24). A 
careful reading, with the context, of the following 
prophetic. Scriptures will prove, first, that David's seed 
(Ezek. 37: 24) must be found reigning over Israel; 
second, at the time when Judah — ^the Jews — ^the sub- 
ject of my sketch — ^walk to (Jer. 3: 18) the house of 
Israel, from whom they have been separated 2,837 
years ; third, scattered in the countries north and west 
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from Palestine (Jer. 3: 12, 23; 8: 15, 16; 31: 7, 
8; Isa. 11: 11; 24: 15; 41: i; 60; Zech. 8: 7), for 
the express purpose of appointing to themselves — ^the 
two nations once again united— one head (Hos. i : 10, 
11), and make preparation for the second and greater 
exodus out of the north country (Jer. 23: 8) to re- 
turn to and take possession of the land now "trodden 
down" (Dan. 8: 13, 14; Rev. 11:2; Isa. 6: 9, 10, 11 ; 
Luke 21 : 24) by their ancient foe and brother (Obad. 
9; Ezek. 33: 24, and 35: 5, 10), Esau. We have 
been over part of this ground before, but it has been 
found absolutely necessary to retrace our steps some- 
what, in order to place the "situation" to-day more 
plainly before the reader. 

In all these Scriptures it is evident that the Jews, 
now preparing for the second exodus, must know of 
God's well-ordered providence for this greater event. 
They have been revealed ("secrets," certainly, yet 
nevertheless "revealed"— see Amos 3: 6, 7) for all 
sincere inquirers' edification for over two thousand 
years. The reader, after perusing them carefully, 
prayerfully, will better understand my complaint of 
disappointment on finding all reference to them in the 
reported utterance of the "new Moses," Dr. Theodore 
Herzl, on this subject, conspicuous by its absence. 
Surely they will not credit me with "pessimism" when 
I express my fears that "cursing" (Jer. 17: 5, 6, 7, and 
18: 6-9) rather than "blessing" will result from this 
scheme unless it be well planned on God's truth alone. 
What a comment this on the words "my thoughts are 
not your thoughts, neither are your ways my ways" 
(Isa. 55: 8-11). 
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The new leader is plainly leaning on the "arm of 
flesh" (Jer. 17: 5, 6, 7; II. Chron. 32: 8), for he 
bases his "great" hopes for the success of the adven- 
ture on the fact that "the Jews from all parts of the 
world are in correspondence, and full sympathy with 
them." An enthusiastic advocate of this scheme and 
admirer of Dr. Herzl calls the latter "a very Hn-de- 
siicle and free-thinking journalist." Would to God 
that were all that were needed, and they might suc- 
ceed! But, we ask in the tenderest solicitude, have 
they forgotten that the hopes of their brethren ran as 
high, and fell more fearfully in consequence, when 
Titus and his father poured all the vengeance of 
mighty Rome upon them? Was not Bar Cochba — 
crushed by the same power fifty years later — counte- 
nanced by the greatest rabbi of his day, and announced 
by the same to his co-religionists as "the star out of 
Jacob"? The famous rabbi misquoted Baalam's 
prophecy, which has yet to be fulfilled in Messiah's 
second return. (Mai. 3: i, 2). What are we profited 
by saying "that was seventeen hundred years ago, our 
age more enlightened, and these men the best cultured 
and highest in their class"? So, we reply, were the 
leaders in the above great movements, acting, never- 
theless, without their God, their Guide, against the 
most mighty power in the world. O God of Israel, 
open their eyes, unstop their deaf ears (Isa. 6: 9-12) 
to see Thine arm stretched out, even now, for their 
national and individual (Zech. 12: 10) salvation, ere 
they repeat the fatal error, to their own undoing. 

It is not twenty years since the editor of the Jewish 
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World (London, England) wrote an article giving ex- 
pression to exactly these sentiments, and extolling 
"Bar Cochba" above Jesus of Nazareth as the "ideal 
Messiah" who is to save Israel and raise them again, 
most certainly, to preeminent glory among the na- 
tions. O "Judah/' "Judah," have you forgotten the 
ridicule to which you subjected yourselves, now on 
record on history's page, when you listened to a 
bigoted. Imperial Atheist (Julian the Apostate), and 
joined him in his mad attempt to prove that the above 
name, so dear to your brethren of Israel, was a myth, 
and His forecast, that "your captivity was not to be 
returned until the time appointed by Him had come," 
was a m)rth likewise? 

I am about to submit proof to the sons of Judah and 
the world that this time is truly at end, as I have 
above, that the Jew is not able to do this thing alone. 
Can you, Judah, think it possible to set up the "Throne 
of the Lord" on your return (see Jer. 3: 14-17), or 
name the "holy city" "from that day" "the Lord is 
there" (Ezek. 48: 35.) Can you hope to thwart 
th^ mighty Russian's ambition single-handed and with- 
out vour God? (Isa. 52: 10.) It is well known that 
the ideal of all the Czars for two hundred years past 
is to plant the Russian eagle on "Zion's holy hill," 
thence to issue forth to fulfil their destiny to conquer, 
the world. (This is the last "world ruler" forecast in 
Daniel's visions. I identify this power in the "third 
woe," about to desolate eastern Europe.) 

Russia has advanced her frontier southward nearly 
5i3^ hundred miles since the Crimean W^r tQwgrd thi§ 
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goal. Her great, outspread, "symbolic" wings over- 
spread Asia much more ominously than Europe. Her 
masterpiece of strategy is pointed out here. You know, 
Judah — ^you must know, better than any other folk — 
that Russia has years ago secured from the Turk, "un- 
der certain contingencies," a right of way from his 
strong position, Batoum and Tiflis, overlooking your 
beloved (and Israel's) land, down the Euphrates valley 
(this may be the cause of strife with Germany, who 
has lately overreached her great northern rival in this 
matter), and that he can wipe you out of the map of 
the world again as easily as Titus and Adrian before 
him. Do you expect jealous France to stand idly by, 
after waiting so long to occupy it, and see you complete 
a purchase for less than a small war indemnity? Pray 
turn to your g^ide, mentioned above, and see that your 
God in His wisdom has already paved the way for your 
strong brother, Israel, to plead your cause as his own, 
with the added assurance of a complete victory, a tri- 
umphal issue (Isa. 52: 10, 12), far, far exceeding- 
judging by your published report — your most sanguine 
expectation. The following extracts were forwarded 
to the Prophetic Messenger by Dr. H. Hodson Rugg, 
May 15th, 1884: 

"JEWISH OPINION ANENT ENGLAND. 

"Some time about May, 1876, the Jewish Chronicle 
had the following: 

" 'At the present moment, it appears to us that the 
dfjsign Providence seems to work at would be best pro- 
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moted if, in the dissolution of the Turkish Empire/ 
which cannot be so very far off, England were im- 
pelled to extend her protecting hand over Syria. No 
contingency would be hailed by the Jewish people with 
greater satisfaction than such a turn of affairs in the 
East. England has given so many proofs of her 
friendship toward the Jewish people that they would 
not wish to see the land of their forefathers under a 
safer keeping than that of Great Britain. Whatever 
government is in power, whether it be Liberal or Con- 
servative, there is no difference in its behavior to the 
Jews ; and if the English are not the brethren of the 
Jews according to the flesh, as is contended by those 
who maintain that the Anglo-Saxons are descended 
from the Ten Tribes, they certainly act toward them 
as kinsmen in spirit and feeling. We have given ex- 
pression to our heart-felt wishes in this matter, but 
Providence will, of course, go its own way. We must 
quietly await the disentanglement of the complica- 
tions becoming thicker and thicker in the East.' " 

They are getting thicker at the present time. The 
above remarks of the Jewish Chronicle at that date are 
expressive — significative as to the way in which Jewish 
thought balances. 

About the same date given above, the Jewish 
Chronicle had an article on "England and the Bible 
Lands," wherein it states : 

" *A11 we desire is that England should, as soon as 
possible, secure to herself the other possible highway 
to India by means of the Euphrates Valley Railway. 
In these aspirations we do not deny specifically Jewish 
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elements have their share. We are anxious to see 
England connected as closely as possible with the 
Bible lands. It is but right that the country which, 
more than any other, loves and cherishes those regions, 
and to whose inhabitants the Bible lands have be- 
come household words^ should possess in them some- 
thing more than mere theoretical interest; and if ever 
Israel's highest aspirations are to be realized, we fain 
believe that it would be England to which the glorious 
call would go forth.' " 

Since writing the above, we have come across the 
following, which appeared in the Standard, December^ 
1875. -^s it bears more or less on that which is writ- 
ten above, we append it: 

" 'There is a curious theory abroad in connection 
with the purchase of the Suez Canal shares — a, theory 
which, though no importance may be attached to it, 
is curious as showing the direction in which people's 
thoughts have a tendency to drift. According to this, 
the acquisition of a strong influence in Egypt, toward 
which the purchase of these shares is a considerable 
step, Txnll involve further action of a most remarkable 
kind. Should the collapse of the Ottoman Empire 
come about, as seems now inevitable, and should 
Russia claim a large portion of the spoil, as seems only 
too probable, the English position in Eg)rpt — so runs 
the tale — would be strategically weak on the side of 
Syria and Palestine. It would then become a matter 
of necessity for England to acquire a position in these 
countries, if not absolutely to undertake their protec- 
tion. But let England once be the paramount power 
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in Palestine, and the signal is given for the return of 
the Jews to their own land. That this should come 
about under English auspices is said to be the hope of 
Mr. Disraeli himself. Whether that be so or not, it 
would be a most worthy ambition for any English 
statesman that his country should have the great honor 
of aiding the fulfillment of the old promises and help- 
ing to restore the Chosen People to the land which is 
certainly to be theirs again. It is, as we have said 
above, curious to note how people's thoughts are be- 
ginning to turn in that direction.' " 

Many famous rabbis and learned men among the 
Jews in England and on the continent of Europe have 
been talked to along these lines, admitted their truth, 
and expressed their hope of its accomplishment, in- 
dorsing the wise words of the editor just quoted. 
Your wealth, Judah, and your six to nine million 
brave compatriots (Zech. 12: 8; Num. 24: 18), joined 
with that of your brethren of Israel — Ephraim — ^under 
noble David's invincible standard, Victoria's, (Num. 
23 : 24, and 24 : 8, 9) and Manasseh's stars and stripes, 
will obtain for you a far better hearing among the na- 
tions, against whom, Russia in particular, you vainly 
think to stand in your own strength. This suggestion 
may be appreciated by the advocates of Anglo-Saxon 
union. More than ten years ago they (the Russians) 
boasted: "We talk of India, but we really want the 
Persian Gulf ; and you English will not be able to pre- 
vent us." Time will prove. Prophecy says they (the 
^Russians) shall not get further south than Palestine. 
And shall come to her end there. 
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(See Ezekiel, chapters 38 and 39, and next essay 
also.) 

Remember, there remains but one clause — I think it 
is the sixteenth — in that masterpiece of humbug and 
hypocrisy, the Berlin treaty, that restrains this well- 
known "treaty breaker" from taking this, to you at 
least, final, fatal step. One only true and noble friend 
and brother to raise a voice of protest, or with her ten- 
thousand- voiced guns (see Isa. 41: 15; for "teeth" 
read — ^margin — "mouths") stand in the breach beside 
you in the hour of peril to which you seem in your 
over-weening confidence, to be hastening. 

Just as certain as that your return is at hand is the 
fact that Russia certainly will go to Palestine, for your 
Holy Scriptures have it on record. Equally true is it 
that she will perish there (Ezekiel, chapters 38 and 39) , 
but she has a "woe"-ful mission of destruction to com- 
plete (Rev .9: 12; 11: 14; 16: 21) before her (own 
appointed) time arrives. A mission in which you will 
again be made to bite the dust if you do not take warn- 
ing in time. (Zech. 14: i, 2; Isa. 34: 2; see next 
essay, "Jerusalem and the Eastern Question.") 

The "conditions of purchase" proposed by the 
generous Baron are out of all reason. First, because 
this "drying up" power, the Turk (Rev. 16: 12), must, 
as I will prove shortly, pass off the stage, not only of 
European, but Asiatic politics; hence it appears that 
the long-looked-for "scrimmage" for his territories is 
by no means confined to the former unenviable con- 
tinent. 

The fact, too, as stated above, that 'TDavid still owns 
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it, must appear on the scene to claim it, and is at hand 
to do so, with the Divine assurance of success," makes 
the proposition of purchase both absurd and con- 
temptible. It was given to that dynasty (read Jere- 
miah, 33 chapter throughout) forever, and the same 
power that threw that "house" down (Ezek. 17: 12, 
21-24; 21: 25-27) promises to raise it up AGAIN, 
(Amos 9: 9, 11-15). In my last series I will review 
the history of this "secret" ( Jer. 33 : 3, 4, 6, 7 — ^mar- 
gin, for "hidden" read "secret") from Judah's fall to 
"all Israel's" rising again. Do not stumble at this 
"secret"; there is ample proof in favor of this in- 
quiry (Dan. 2: 18, 27 y 28; Matt, 10: 26). As to the 
proposal to purchase "the province of Palestine," a 
glance at the maps will show how very inadequate it 
is when compared with "the gift of God" "to the 
fathers" of these people, to which these children of 
Judah, in common with Paul and his co-religionists, 
past and present, still, and rightfully, too, "hope to 
come" (Acts 26: 7). 

Assuming that the reader has carefully examined the 
mapsofthe yet promised land (Ez. 47: 13-21), two things 
will have fixed themselves on his mind. First, that the 
Hebrew descendants of Abraham have never possessed 
the land promised to him. It is in extent computed to 
be seventeen times larger than the "province" which 
Judah — the Jews — propose to purchase. Second, the 
Arabian descendants, also, of Abraham have possessed 
themselves of it (see Ezek. 33: 24; 35: 5, and 25: 
12), BUT BY THE AID OF THE SWORD. First, 
the Saracens, who as the last "treader down" of the 
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land in question constituted the first "woe" of the Book 
of Revelation; second, the Seljukidae and Othmanlie 
Turkmans (Mr. Ockley speaks of the word "Turk" as 
a nickname) from Central Asia constituted the "second 
woe." Gibbon and Ockley, in their Saracen histories, 
mention several very powerful Arabian tribes from 
these northern countries continually making raids 
upon the Persians and orthodox caliphates long before 
the above obtained final possession of both the tem- 
poral and spiritual power of Islam. Josephus also 
speaks of "remote Arabians" in conjunction with Par- 
thians and Assyrians. The position to-day of the last 
caliph of this power is described in the Revelation (as 
stated above) as "the sixth vial," or "drying up" of 
this symbolic "Euphratean" power. The locality, 
Bagdad, in which it had its rise, under Togrul Beg, 
A.D. 1057 (Elliott's "Horae Apocalypticoe"), to which 
it is to roll back its "symbolic waters," viz., its prince 
and people. Here is a bag-and-baggage policy to suit 
the most zealous statesmen, with a literal "vengeance." 
Strange it is to find the Turk expecting something of 
this kind during this very prophetic epoch. Strange, 
too, a railway is actually projected to Bagdad, and 
another, following the Euphrates from its source to 
the Persian Gulf, connecting Europe with Asia via 
Asia Minor. Dr. Elliott says that he heard from the 
lips of a dragoman attached to the British Embassy in 
Constantinople in 1819 that a prophecy was then the 
talk of the coffee houses, among the followers of 
Mahomet, to the effect that "the Turkish Crescent was 
to be 'pushed back' from Constantinople, first to 
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Brousa, thence to Damascus, thence to continue waning 
to the end of the world." ( ? Age : iEon or dispensa- 
tion.) It is now generally understood that Abdul 
Hamid's cherished aim is to revive the "state" (of 
Islamism) as Omar left it — ue,, a "great Arabian Em- 
pire." Cleopatra intrigued for and "the great" Herod 
all but accomplished this; Odenatus and Zenobia, his 
wife and successor, renewed the attempt three hun- 
dred years later; but Mahomet alone consummated 
this ambitious design. Another Turkish prophecy (re- 
ported above) respecting the fall of Constantinople 
proves that this is a forlorn hope. The caliph is evi- 
dently in the great "gulf of despair"; the eternal 
mountain, "Nemesis," (the Goddess of Vengeance) 
on the one side, "Kismet" on the other. 

"TURKEY. 

"The intensification of the Mahommedan discontent 
terrifies the Sultan, who, an intimate counsellor affirms, 
has decided to convoke a special Grand Council to 
devise measures to render the regime less unpopular. 

"In consequence of the discovery since the flight of 
Mahmud Pasha that other members of the imperial 
family and personages of high rank are making plans 
for furtive departure, the Sultan has determined 
greatly to enlarge the already enormous secret police 
and to reorganize the service thoroughly." — Times, 
weekly edition. 

Be this right or wrong, there is but one power in 
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Europe that can accomplish this task: that power is 
named, in the Turkish prophecy referred to last, I saac 
sons. It is also named by God Himself in Ezekiel 
25: 14. Initial steps in that direction were taken 
twenty years ago, and none, not even the mighty Rus- 
sian, dare say her "nay." Like a lioness (David's 
•standard of his tribe, Judah, was a "lion") she strode, 
in her courage and majesty, to the "gate" of Europe, 
confronting a world in arms. For what else has 
Europe's "armed camp" been since 1878? Like a 
lioness she stands in the same breach to-day, while the 
Turk respects her kind but firm offices and commands, 
and the Russian, checkmated again, as often before, 
dare proceed no further without her accord or the fear- 
ful arbitration of war. Certainly none but a madman 
would ever expect the small people like the Jews to 
undertake such a task. Yet all the world knows it 
MUST be UNDERTAKEN SOON. 

Wonderful, too, is the Revelation of the Grod of 
Israel in this matter. There, in Ezek. 25: 14; 33: 
23, 24, and 35 : 5, we find what seems to be at the 
bottom of these MAHOMMEDAN prophecies. True 
philosophy demands some origin for them and Divine 
philosophy-prophecy supplies it. There we read: "I 
will lay my vengeance upon Edom [Esau] by the hand 
of my people ISRAEL." "What for," do you ex- 
claim? "Because thou hast said these two nations 
and these two countries shall be mine and we will 
possess it," "though the Lord was there." But, you 
say, "Have the followers of Mahomet ever said this?" 
Yes, I reply. I have already given you the words of 
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their prophet and generals, leading men whom all 
their successors to the present day have emulated. 
But let us read on (Ezek. 33 : 24) : "Son of Man, they 
that inhabit the wastes of the land of Israel, speak, 
saying, ABRAHAM was one, and he inherited the 
land: but we are many; the land is given US for in- 
heritance."* Reader, judge for yourself and decide if 
evidence can be more complete or convincing. But 
there is a "caus^' for all this, which we still find re- 
vealed to us: *^ Because that Edom hath dealt against 
the house of Judah by taking vengeance. . . . and 
revenged himself upon them" (Ezek. 25: 12). "Be- 
cause thou hast a perpetual hatred and hast shed «the 
blood of the children of Israel by the force of the 
sword." (All this happened after the Babylonian 
Captivity during which Ezekiel prophesied; therefore 
it only affected the fortunes of Judah — ^the Jews.) 

* Mahomet's noble lineage need not be doubted. But from 
the fact that Revelation (9:1) points out that that "house" 
had "fallen" by the decree of Him that "setteth up kings and 
putteth down kings," we may take it for granted that the 
claim was a good one, but perverted to wicked ends, as all the 
other Hebrew Scriptures and doctrines of which the Koran is 
made up. On the mother's side it seems to be clearest. She 
is said to have come from the nohle tribe of Zahrites. So we 
find Zerah, of Bozrah, father of a king of Edom (I. Chron. 
1 : 44) and Zerah, son of Kevel, son of Esau (verse 37). 
The transposition of the vowel is plainly made, necessarily in 
translation. 

For Mahomet's tribe of Kenanah we can only suggest 
Kenaz, son of Eliphaz, son of Esau. For family name the case 
is better: for the Hashemites of Mahomet's we have, to 
place in juxtaposition, Husham (V Hash^m) 1:46, King of 
Edom. The "Koreish," too, might fairly claim descent from 
Korah, Esau's son (Gen. 36: 14). 

But the prophetic "finger post" directs our attention to the 
"little horn" of Daniel (7). Anyway, I think the double line 
of evidence conclusive. 
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The Divine indictment goes further and charges 
Esau with fratricide (Obad. 9: 10) : "For thy violence 
against thy BROTHER, Jacob, shame shall cover thee, 
and thou shalt be cut off forever." You will now 
better understand the meaning of the "drying up" of 
the symbolic Euphrates, in the parallel prophecy of 
Rev. 16: 12. I have told you how we identify 
this "Edom" and "Esau" with the Turk. 

It is evident that this "threatening" refers to these 
closing days, for it results in Edom's desolation "when 
the whole earth rejoices" (Ezek. 35: 18). 

Here we have a clew to the "appointed time." The 
return of "Israel" leads on to "Messiah's reign of 
righteousness" (Jer. 23: 1-6; 3: 14-17), which some 
call "the millennium," on the authority of Rev. 20: 
4, 5, 6. The words "revenged himself" recalls Esau's 
oath: "The days of mourning for my father are at 
hand, and then I will slay Jacob." Historians* tell us 
that the Arabian regards an oath as "3, sacred obliga- 
tion hereditary until discharged ;" that "a family feud 
will extend through generations of men and will re- 
vive, in all its original bitterness and intensity, upon 
the most trivial offence or recriminatory word." The 
careful Bible reader will note that the frequent wars 
between the descendants of these two nations, Edom 
and Israel ("two nations are in thy womb" was said to 
Rebecca — Gen. 25: 23), were plainly to be traced to 
this cause. There is no real reason to be found in 
the sacred text besides this. 

But there is more than this to consider. Isaac, to 
soothe the wounded feelings of Esau, gave him a 
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special blessing (Gen. 27: 40). It suggested a time 
when supremacy in that "promised land'* should pass 
to his descendants. This supremacy was never at- 
tained in Old Testament days — i.e., before the coming 
of Christ. It was, however, a "prophetic" utterance of 
the patriarch, and as such the seed of Esau esteemed 
it; hence we see the casus belli between them. This 
Was to be an historical, accomplished fact, however, 
arid the Divine counsel is set forth in the great dis- 
pensational prophecies of Daniel and the equally great 
series of parallels, the "Revelation" seen by John, re- 
ferred to above. A Christian captive priest referred to 
this prophecy at the time Damascus fell to the Sara- 
cens. (See Gibbon and Ockley's "History of the Sara- 
cens," page 269.) 

Before considering these, I want you to look at 
another prophecy and its historical counterpart, for 
by this time I expect to find all your thoughts turning 
to the great birthright question. That is, in fact, 
neither more nor less the goal of all these wonderful 
prophecies. In Obadiah (verse 6) we read: "How 
are the hidden things of Esau sought up.^' The mar- 
ginal reading for "hidden" is "secret." The secret of 
the house of Esau, which would be nearest the heart of 
the next of kin, would be how to take revenge and, 
at the same time gain the much-coveted "supreme 
rule," or "sovereignty," over the land and seed of 
ABRAHAM. (See Dan. 2: i8^ 27, 28; Matt. 10: 
26, and my note above.) We have seen that Mahomet 
was of the seed royal of a "fallen" house, symbolized 
as a fallen star (Rev. 9:1), and his real object, under 
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the hypocritical pretence of reviving the pure patri- 
archal faith, was to recover the birthright of his 
fathers — i,e,, the sacerdotal and regal lordship of the 
Arabian tribes and the custody of their national idol 
temple at Mecca. A fit type, you say, of the am- 
bitious stock from which he sprang, aiming at the same 
lofty object. This ambition is evidently referred to in 
symbolic language by Obadiah (verse 4) : "Though 
thou exalt thyself as the eagle, and though thou set 
thy nest among the stars, thence will I bring thee 
down, saith the Lord." The symbolism in Obadiah 
and Revelation of "a star" in the description of this 
princely house is perfect in its parallelism. The refer- 
ence to an "eagle" also, in a "symbolic" sense, is very 
striking. It signifies in symbolism a "king" among the 
feathered race. 

Traces of the family name, both on the mother's 
and father's side of Mahomet, may be detected in the 
genealogies of the "dukes" and the "kings" of Edom. 
I have given fuller detail respecting this item above. 
"Omar," too, the second in the succession in the cali- 
phate after Mahomet, is a distinctly Edomitish proper 
name (Gen. 36: 11). In passing note: We have 
traced Esau's "secret", we shall later on trace Judah's 
"secret" in David's seed "royal" to its inherited goal, 
supremacy over these lands and people of Abraham's 
seed. 

The significant historical fact that this caliph built a 
mosque on the spot made sacred in his eyes as well as 
those Hebrews whose claim he, his predecessors and 
successors contested, where Abraham offered up IsaaC; 
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speaks volumes in favor of this argument Taken in 
connection with the actual data recorded in the next 
paragraph, it is too important to pass by without thor- 
ough investigation and sifting to the bottom. The 
war-cry when Jerusalem fell, A.D. 637, to this same 
Omar, we are familiar with. It claimed that land as 
their birthright. Mahomet is charged by historians 
with "accommodating with his idalotrous country- 
men." The veil annually presented by the Sultan for 
use in the "Caaba" was just the continuation of an an- 
nual custom of the tribe of Homerites seven hundred 
years before Mahomet's time. Strange, wondrous 
strange ! Where could these descendants of Abraham 
have got this idea of a veil for a temple from, if not 
from the grand old Temple at Jerusalem? Soon 
to be "rent in twain," when the blood of the great 
"sin offering" was "poured out" once "for all." This 
"sin offering" reminds us again of Abraham's "offer- 
ing." The ram's horn is blown on New Year's Day in 
Jewish synagogues in commemoration of Isaac's es- 
cape. It is also commemorated nationally in the 
Mosque of St. Sophia. On the great day of "Bairam," 
the Sultan, officiating as the high priest of the Arabian 
people, with his own hand slays a ram in memory of 
the escape of "our Father Isaac from Abraham's 
knife." It is also celebrated thus, annually, at Mecca. 
Mahomet seems to have made use of these customs and 
traditions as material with which to construct his 
diabolical (Rev. 9: i, 2, 3) apostasy. My last illus- 
tration, for the present, is quoted from Gibbon's "Sara- 
cen History" : "The tribe of the Dumatians as late as 
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the third century A.D. offered a boy in sacrifice an- 
nually." An account of this ceremony in St. Sophia 
appeared in the public journals, England, in 1876, 
when the conference of European diplomats was inter- 
rupted to allow the Sultan to perform his sacred func- 
tion. "Abraham," said Mahomet, "was a true Mussul- 
man and as sincere as a prophet as Moses and Jesus ; 
but their followers had returned to idolatry and for- 
feited the blessings of their fathers." Mahomet claims 
to be the successor and greater of these prophets, 
"named in the council of God while yet in the loins 
of Adam." So we find Amrou, the great general of 
Islam, after Jerusalem fell, saying to the Greek com- 
mander-in-chief of the army of Syria — Constantine, 
the son of the Emperor Heraclius — ^"Esau begat Isaac" 
(the editor of Ockley's "History of the Saracens," page 
282, in a note, corrects this erroneous transposition 
thus: "The Arabic may be read *Esau Ishac' — i.e., 
Esau is the 'son of Isaac,' 'not Walada' begat Isaac") 
"and Ishmael is Esau's uncle, and so we are the sons 
of one father, and Noah was our father • . . and 
this land in which you are is not yours properly, but 
belongs to the Amalekites, who had it before you. 
. . . We therefore desire to have this ancient divi- 
sion restored." Amalek was grandson of Esau, and 
Mr. Forster, in his "Geography of Arabia," says: 
"Amalek became the ascendant race and general name 
for all the children of Esau" ("Book and Its Story," 
page 58). No mention is made of Ishmael, or at least 
no claim made in his name, although he ought to have 
claimed priority of birth, The reason i$ obvious : ^im- 
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ply that there was no patriarchal promise or blessing 
to base it upon. Neither was there any casus belli 
for a family, tribal, or national feud on which tO fall 
back^ with some degree of plausibility, to warrant the 
wicked depredations by which they subsisted, and 
might be, at least, excused. You will remember that 
the words of the "special" blessing of Esau ran thus : 
"By thy sword shalt thou live." This alone was the real 
motive power that needed to be set at work, and 
Mahomet was diabolically inspired (Dan. 8: 24; Rev. 
9: i) to accomplish that task. Who knows not that 
avarice and lust, stimulated by a fatalistic doctrine — 
a relic of their idolatrous days — ^is more powerful 
than any other appeal in setting these bloodthirsty 
people in battle array to-day, as in all their dreadful 
"woe"-ful history and contact with apostate Chris- 
tendom? Here appears to be the counterpart to 
Amrou's, Omar's, and Mahomet's claims, as based 
upon Ezek. 33: 23, 24: "The land is GIVEN us for. 
inheritance." What plainer proof can we have than 
this ? How can we explain it without the help of his- 
tory's page? 

Now for Daniel's forecast. His eighth chapter sym- 
bolically reviews the rise and fall of all the spiritual 
despotisms that were to rule his beloved land to the 
end of the time "allotted" (Isa. 40: i, 2) to Israel and 
Judah to continue as "outcasts." His seventh chapter 
deals with the same class of powers — i.e., "spiritual 
despotisms" — ^that were to control the fortunes of the 
nations in the western portion of the Roman Empire 
after the fall of their three great predecessors. On 
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arriving at the symbolic history of the decline of the 
Seleucidean successors of Alexander, Daniel notices a 
little horn, the s3mibol of kingly power, that waxes 
EXCEEDING great. The only power that succeeded 
and EXCEEDED the Persian, Macedonian, and 
Roman rulers of this land of "birthright" "promises'* 
was that of Mahomet Daniel tells us that it rose "out 
of one of the Macedonian horns." This sugjgests a 
family connection between the last Macedonian ruler 
and Mahomet. The lover of history will do well to 
read this item; it will help to convince him of the 
greater value of prophecy. This I find in the claim of 
Zenobia, the great Arabian princess and wife of the 
greater Arabian^ Odenatus, coadjutor of the Roman 
Emperor, who on her mother's side claimed kinship 
with a "Cleopatra." There were quite a number of 
"Cleopatras" besides the celebrated libertine of that 
name, one of whom did marry a "Seleucid." (See 
Dan. II : 17.) The claim in both instances given 
above is a good one without this. This period is 
spanned by the twenty-three-hundred year-day vision 
mentioned above. I call it the "treading-down" vision. 
Jerusalem fell many times to these conquerors, last 
of all to the Saracens — for we cannot count the inter- 
regnum of the Crusades — A.D. 637+1260=1897. The 
twelve hundred and sixty day-years representing the 
symbolic forty-two months (of thirty dies, or revolu- 
tion of the earth, twelve of these months, or three 
hundred and sixty dies, completing the symbol of % 
day for a year) of permitted "treading down of the 
holy city" in this Scripture (Dan. 8: 9, and 13) as in 
Rev. XI : 2. Thus we obtain a perfect paralld fnxn 
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the Old and New Testament prophet Jesus the 
Revelator, Himself defending His own truth and claim 
against the most (exceeding) daring of all the spiritual 
despots that went before Him. Mahomet not only 
usurped His government and land, but actually denied 
His divinity, claiming the latter for himself while 
alive, and after death His mediatorial offices for sin- 
ners before the throne of the Most High. (See Dan. 
8: 25.) Of Jesus Mahomet said: "Yet Jesus was a 
mere mortal; and at the day of judgment His testi- 
mony will serve to condemn both the Jews, who reject 
Him as a prophet, and the Christians, who adore Him 
as the Son of God. The malice of His enemies 
aspersed His reputation and conspired against His life, 
but their intention only was guilty. A phantom or 
criminal was substituted on the cross, and the innocent 
saint was translated to the seventh heaven. . . . 
The piety of Moses and Christ rejoiced in the assur- 
ance of a future prophet more illustrious [exceedingl 
than themselves; the evangelic promise of the Para- 
clete, or Holy Ghost, was prefigured in the name and 
accomplished in the person of Mahomet, the greatest 
and the last of the Apostles of God." (Quotation 
from Gibbon's "History of the Saracens," page 20.) 
Can you doubt, my reader, that we have found the 
connection required between the Macedonian ruler and 
Mahomet in the ''exceeding* blasphemy and power ob- 
tained by this unprecedented usurper of Divine power 
and right in the earth? (Dan. 8: 25.) You will 
surely be prepared now to admit that this power must 
come to an end, and that "Kismet" is the rightful Qb7 
jective of such diabolical despotism. 
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bloodiest blots on his escutcheon, which, travellers tell 
us, the Turkish pashas emulate in the most merciless 
manner to this day.. Very specially I may mention 
Benjamin's "Eight Years' Travels in Asia and Africa." 
The accounts this traveller gives of the conditions of 
his co-religionists from his own personal observation in 
the Eastern possessions of the Turk are awful in the 
extreme — quite as awful or worse than any of the "Ar- 
menian atrocities" that have been ringing in our ears 
for several years past. I will g^ve a few quo- 
tations from this traveller later on if space admits. But 
we are about to look upon brighter things, and I can- 
not greet our brethren of Judah better than by repeat- 
ing the beautiful words of their much-loved prophet 
(Isa. 41) : "Speak ye *to the heart' of Jerusalem [mar- 
gin] and cry unto her that her 'appointed time' [mar- 
gin] is accomplished, for she hath received [margin] 
'largely' or 'abundantly' for all her sins." To speak of 
the Eastern question being found in the Bible may seem 
strange to those who read superficially. It is, never- 
theless, a fact. Turn to Isa. 34: 8, and you will find 
it referred to as the "Controversy of Zion"; Zion, 
Israel, and Jerusalem being synon)mious, always re- 
ferring to the nation. The "vengeance" is specially di- 
rected against Edom, the parallel to which we have 
seen again and again in Ezekiel's twenty-fifth, 
thirty-third and thirty-fifth chapters. You will 
remember that we have often identified "Edom" with 
the Saracen and Turk, but in this "Eastern question" 
both houses are interested. Judah we know; Israel 
we shall trace later on, when we follow the fortunes 
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and "secret" of the house and "throne of David/' In 
context with the "comforting" words spoken in the 
above to the house of Judah, the end of this Eastern 
question is plainly set forth in the words (verse 5) : 
"And the glory of the Lord shall be revealed, and all 
flesh shall see it together ; for the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken it." If we are to read the words of the 
Psalmist and prophet quoted at the head of this essay 
in the sense in which they are obviously written — i. e,, 
the literal and future tense — we cannot shut our eyes 
to the fact that both these inspired men and all the 
prophets after them looked FORWARD to Israel's 
rising again. That they were right in thus construing 
the words of God to David and his seed we cannot 
deny without wresting the Scriptures. Hundreds of 
.thousands of intelligent, hard-headed Christians in 
England, her colonies, and America, not easily deceived 
in other matters, are watching the development of this 
Eastern question, especially that which more imme- 
diately concerns the above "GLORY LAND" of "the 
grand old Book" so dear to all our race, at least, with 
the deepest interest and expectation. For years past 
the secular press has been "swaying," borne by the 
breath of an increasing interested public opinion, in 
that same direction, each succeeding article deepen- 
ing in S)mipathetic expectancy for the "land" and the 
people of "the Book of God." Editors and authors 
are increasing who deal with this subject in a spirit 
bordering upon aflFection, a spirit that seems to sug- 
gest that to them it is a "consummation devoutly to 
be wished." To-day, as never before, each generous 
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spirit utters the words "Holy Land" with the rever- 
ence with which we enter the house of God, as if, like 
the Jews and Israel, they realized they were treading 
by anticipation on holy ground. In spite of the spirit 
of scepticism abroad, few, even of the professedly 
irreverent, among secular writers so far forget them- 
selves as to indulge their wit or sarcasm in this direc- 
tion. Thy tacitly admit, by a respectful silence, the 
opinions of the religiously inclined, though professing 
to differ on these sacred subjects. Here is a case in 
point, quoted in Black and White February 29th, 
1896: 

"A great many people besides Mr. Holman Hunt 
would like to see the Jews back again in Jerusalem, 
and for more reasons than one their return to Pales- 
tine might have its advantages, but despite a certain 
traditional ambition which every good Jew pretends 
to if he does not feel, it is safe to assume Mr. Hunt's 
proposal will remain a mere picturesque idea. Their 
fingers are round the mouth of thfe bag that holds the 
wealth of Europe; and where are the opportunities 
which their poverty-stricken native land can offer 
them in exchange for the power and significance they 
enjoy to-day? Yet Sir Samuel Montagu is hopeful 
and considers the present dismemberment of the Sul- 
tan's dominions and the international jealousies over 
Asia Minor point to the possibility of a Jewish Pales- 
tine. He puts his trust in the prophets, however, and 
points out that the nations must Hght round Jerusalem 
before the Jews can possess the land. Of the six to 
seven millions of Jews who to-day inhabit the world, 
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Sir Samuel is confident that not less than two millions 
would start for Palestine to-morrow, and from Poland 
and Russia the bulk of them would come. As to the 
necessary funds, Sir Samuel predicts that not only 
Jews, but Christians also, will contribute. Doubtless 
he is right." 

He is right, as the following Scriptures prove : 
Num. 24: 14, 18; Deut. 28: 12; Zech. 8: 11-15, and 
12: 6-8; Isa. 6: 11, 12; Ezek. 25: 14; 35: 11, 14; 

36: 35- 
The editor above quoted knows simply nothing 

about the prophets, that Sir S. Montagu believes in in 
common with ourselves. His reference to "the 
poverty of the people and land" amounts to nothing 
(he actually indorses Ezek. 36: 34, 35, without know- 
ing the first thing about the sacred Word itself. Read 
all the items last quoted), for he does not profess to 
believe one way or the other, but only repeats the cur- 
rent opinions; and I take advantage of the same to 
prove my statement that "interest is deepening in this 
people and land" in a manner never known before. I 
propose to call attention here to the opinions of some 
really wise men who do know, and are "known to 
know," and take a real interest in this interesting "peo- 
ple and land." The author of "The Home and Syna- 
gogue of the Modern Jews," pp. 129-131, says: "Mr. 
Disraeli writes eloquently on this subject, speaking 
through the factitious Sidonia, in his novel of "Con- 
ingsby." 

"It is a physiological fact, a simple law of nature 
^hich has baffled Egyptian and Assyrian kings, Ro- 
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man emperors, and Christian inquisitors. No penal 
laws, no physical tortures, can effect that a superior 
race should be absorbed in an inferior or be destroyed 
by it. The mixed persecuting races disappear; the 
pure persecuted race remains. And at this moment, 
in spite of centuries, of tens of centuries of degrada- 
tion, the Jewish mind exercises a vast influence on the 
affairs of Europe. I speak not of their laws, which 
you still obey; of their literature, with which your 
minds are saturated, but of the living Hebrew intellect. 
"And what says that great orator, Pere Hyacinthe, 
himself a Jew and, like Mr. Disraeli, proud of his 
origin, in one of his sermons delivered at Notre Dame, 
at Paris: 'Have you ever met with a Jew without 
recognizing him? Have you ever contemplated with 
a single thought of hesitation or doubt the singular 
melancholy and yet seductive beauty of those sunken 
eyes replete with intelligence and passion? Have 
you met this pure, proud blood — ^this aristocratic 
blood, excelling all others — which has streamed 
through all ages and through various races, but always 
without mingling with that which was not its own? 
And you, men of thought and men of the political 
world, organizers of families and societies, have you 
studied the constitution of the Jewish community? 
Even now, under our very eyes, in Europe as well as 
in Asia, this organization has resisted the fall of all 
external support. It has a royal dynasty [the reader 
will remember my argument for David's blood royal], 
a political entity, but both dynasty and political entity 
have fallen for centuries." This is one instance where 
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a learned Jew has missed the "SECRET" of David's 
rule over "ISRAEL" instead of Judah, as he seems to 
imagine, in common with millions who have followed 
the same erroneous teaching* "It has a priesthood 
and an ecclesiastical establishment. Something of all 
this yet remains, but their genealogies are reduced to 
shreds and their ecclesiastical condition is reduced to 
dust." This learned Jew knows nothing of Matt. 21 : 
43, in which his own Messiah took these offices from 
His tribe, Judah, and gave them to another NATION 
— destined seven hundred years earlier — ^to bring forth 
the "fruits of righteousness." If he looks at his own 
prophet, Isaiah, he will find it recorded in chapter 
27 : 6, R. V. This nation is his own "great," "strong" 
brother, "Israel," now lifting up his voice to welcome 
him and his strong arm to defend him. Our author 
continues: "They have sacrifices and church royalty 
no longer, yet the communion of Israel — sua mole 
Stat — stands upright by its intrinsic strength. It de- 
rives from itself the power of maintaining the tradi* 
tion of its race and its religion, untouched by the ef- 
forts of modern civilization and the barbarities of the 
Middle Ages." 

All this well-deserved eulogium is spoken in praise 
of the Jew. But what of Israel, with whom the for- 
tunes of the former are to be reunited in a bond of 
brotherhood more, far more, real and lasting than that 
recorded in the old-world stories of our blessed Bible ; 
the joy of millions of sincere hearts, British and 
American ; the light of the wanderer Judah's life and 
hope? (G}mpare Acts 26: 6, 7.) Let the Jew tell. 
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if, he will, where are the twelve tribes mentioned in 
the last passage. They were not lost when Josephus 
wrote his history, or Philo Judaeus pleaded their cause 
before a persecuting emperor. If the Jew will not tell 
us/ we will tell the Jew that they are found in the 
British nation, to the honor of God and the joy of be- 
lievers in his "Messiah/* Shall these hopes prove 
futile? God forbid. If, as the good Bishop of Liver- 
pool once wrote, "the curses have fallen upon this 
noble race so literally as that every passer-by, friend 
and enemy has for eighteen hundred weary years re- 
marked upon them as historic facts, and historians 
written them on history's page, shall not the blessings 
follow, too, in equal fulness and blessedness?" Yea. 
Blessed be God. Where is the true Christian heart 
that will not respond with a fervent "amen"? 

Sir Samuel Montagu says truly that "the nations 
must, first, fight around Jerusalem." Millions of 
Christian students of prophecy can indorse this state- 
ment. But when? I seem to hear my now fully in- 
terested reader inquire. We reply from the Book that 
we agree to be guided by that Zech. 14, Joel 3, and 
many other Scriptures will prove Sir Samuel right 
and the Black and White editor's scepticism wrong. 
Ezek. 37: ^2, 24, proves the reunion of Israel and 
Judah and return to the land under one head; a state 
of things never yet realized since Jerusalem fell to the 
Romans and Saracens. Chapter 36 tells of all Israel's 
conversion; Zech. 12: 9-14, tells of Judah's conversion 
to Christ. Chapters 25 and 35, as we have seen, tell 
of the end of the Turk ; chapters 38 and 39 of Russia 
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coming against the land of God's choice and people 
and his destruction at God's own hand ; while chapters 
40 to 48 are a full, very much fuller account than else- 
where of the settlement of "all Israel" under a new 
economy, called "the reign of righteousness." (Jer. 
23: 1-6). A theocracy, in fact, with Messiah at their 
head, never more to be removed; "for the mouth of 
the Lord," as we have seen, "hath spoken it." Do you 
ask what I mean by "converted" in the last paragraph? 
I mean exactly what the dictionary means : "the same 
thing changed." I mean exactly what Paul meant 
(Rom. 12: 2) : "transformed by the renewing of your 
mind." I mean, in fact, that we expect to see at the 
time of the return, consequently very soon, a great re- 
vival sweep over the continent of America — ^with Can- 
ada — ^the British isles, and all her majesty's posses- 
sions, some hundred and twenty millions of people 
turning to the living God with all their heart and soul 
and strength, a religious phenomenon never yet seen in 
the world's history. With six to nine millions of Jews 
included, after admitting the fatal error they have 
made in depending upon Father Abraham for a 
Saviour, instead of the meek and lowly Jesus, that 
Isaiah told them of seven hundred years before. In 
several of the quotations from Ezekiel "showers of 
blessings" are promised. The interested reader will 
find that they are largely made up of spiritual bless- 
ings. Millions are praying to-day for these, and they 
must descend soon, as God is true and answers prayer. 
But when? do you ask again. I reply in the words of 
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the prophet: "When you have intelligently and pray- 
erfully, nationally and individually, inquired of your 
God to do this thing for you." (Ezek. 36: 37.) 
Briefly to recapitulate, I invite you to look for the 
greatest nation, the Protestant nation, the most val- 
iant nation, the most successful nation, a Bible-loving 
nation, the most S3rmpathetic nation to sufferers and 
slaves, the nation whose philanthropy flows from the 
great heart of Christ, throbbing with love to all, Jew 
or Greek, bond or free; happy, before every other 
consideration, in doing good ; "for God is undoubtedly 
with them/' This accomplished and you will be with- 
in an ace of your objective. From this, if I 
mistake not, you will press onward and upward in 
quest of the whole revealed counsel of God in these 
matters that will make you the possessor of a treasure 
(Prov. 2: I, 5), of knowledge that you will not be 
willing to exchange for any or all of these sceptres 
that are on the eve of passing away from incapable 
human rulers into the hands of Him whom you will 
have learned, with the prophet Jeremiah (23: 1-6), by 
that time to call the "Lord of righteousness." I will 
now hand you over to one who has lived for years on 
the sacred soil itself, and trust you will receive as 
much edification from his experience and preaching as 
I have. The reverend gentleman was incumbent of 
Christ's Church, Jerusalem, and a student of prophecy 
also. "Neil's Palestine Repeopled," pp. 90 and 91 : 

"Russia is the third and last woe, each, as we might 
conclude, increasing in intensity. . . . The Sar* 
acen woe, under Mahomet, was the first of these, and' 
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it spread desolation over some of the fairest provinces 
of earth. . . . Then came the Turkish or Otto- 
man 'woe/ increasing in bitterness, for this race has 
left its mark in ruins on every land under its sway. 
Cruel, idle, ignorant, and sensual, the Turk has proved 
far worse than the Arab. We are still living under 
this 'woe/ but it is soon to pass away, and there is one 
more yet to come. This is unmistakably Russia; it 
comes like a pitiless 'hail' from the north. . . . 
The Empire of the Czars actually named as the last 
power which will assail restored Israel — ^*Gog, the 
Prince of Rosh, Meshech, and Tubal, — i, ei, the Prince 
of Russia, Muscovy, and Tobalsk, a country named 
thus before it was formed. This is the literal and 
grammatical rendering of nessey rosh. The Hebrew 
word rosh has been translated as a proper name in the 
Septuagint. In Symmachus and Theodotion it is 
'Princeipem Rosh.' 'Rosh,' Lowth tells us, taken as 
a proper name, signifies those inhabitants of Scythia 
from whom the Russians derived their name and 
origin. Magog, by Pliny and Josephus, is placed on 
the east and north of the Black Sea, now forming part 
of the Russian Empire — ^viz., the provinces of the Don 
and Dnieper. 'Rosh' survives in the name of the 
country, Russia, and of the language, Russ. The 
common appellation for Russian throughout the East, 
'Muscovee,' like the city of Moscow, preserves the 
form Meshech, while Tubal is to be traced in Tobolsk. 
The very mention of bows and arrows (Ezek. 39: 9) 
seems ' to identify, this power, which is perhaps the 
only civilized state in the world that still employs 
corps of archers, x , v , . v . , 
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"The very name 'Rosh' means in Hebrew chief or 
-head, and nothing less than this does Russia aim to 
be — ^the head and chief and prince of the world. . . . 
The historian Alison tells us rightly: 'The prevail- 
ing passion of the Russian nation is the love of con- 
quest. Every Russian is inspired with the conviction 
that his country is to conquer the world.' " 

Pages 124 and 125 : "That a literal structure is in- 
tended in the last eight chapters in Ezekiel it seems 
difficult to doubt. The minute particulars as to the 
measurement of its various parts and the privileges 
and duties of those who are to take part in its worship 
all point one way. The difficulties that might appear 
in the way of its literal interpretation are few, but if 
taken figuratively it is confessed that the minute and 
accurate details seem meaningless and needless. . . . 
These sacrifices are distinctly different from the Mo- 
saic. They will be no longer the 'beggarly elements 
of legal types/ liable to be misunderstood and trusted 
in as if efficacious in themselves. . . . But we may 
rest assured that there will be nothing in the temple 
worship of the future to rob Christ of His glory. 
^ . . While for us Christians all sacrifices in any 
form have absolutely ceased, there is nothing to for- 
bid the dispensation ushered by the Messiah's personal 
reign on earth being the period of public liturgy or 
perfect outward worship of the great congregation on 
earth. . . Their place in the ritual of the altar 
during the new dispensation seems plain. Just as the 
sacrifices of old pointed forward to Messiah's suffer^ 
.ings and atoning death, so those of that glorious time 
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will point back to the same redeeming work. They 
will not only be thus commemorative, but will proba- 
bly serve to display the full excellence and hidden 
meaning of the law of Moses, while having no pro- 
pitiatory character. Christ Himself will reign in Zion 
with manifested glory, and that part of the furniture of 
the house of the Lord which chiefly symbolized His 
presence will henceforth be unnecessary." This long 
quotation which I have given from a writer who has 
nothing more in common with my views than the con- 
viction that comes from the alone safe guide and teach- 
er, the Holy Spirit, I trust will be ungrudgingly al- 
lowed by the former, and abundantly blessed, as cor- 
roboration of the conclusions arrived at by quite an- 
other line of argument, to my reader. 

If Mr. Neil's exposition be correct — ^and who can 
deny it? — this commemorative service should not 
stumble any "believer"; for do we not hold a com- 
memorative service every time we partake of the 
Lord's Supper ? and did it not receive the Divine sanc- 
tion when the sweet Master himself bade us "do this 
in memory of me" ? Will such a "service of praise" — 
Christians love to speak of the life to come being "an 
eternity of praise," in which we shall recount the "tri- 
umphs of His grace" — ^be an unmeaning thing? Nay, 
rather shall it not be our "new song unto Him that 
has loved us and washed us from our sins"? "David 
and other prophets frequently refer to 'sacrifices of 
praise' in the forecasts of Messiah's reign in Zion." 
Surely we shall then "worship in spirit and in truth,** 
when from hearts overflowing with gratitude and love 
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we recount the triumph of our warrior king, returned. 
Shall ancient pagan heroes, or demigods, have their 
triumphs told by bards and historians, or Saul or Da- 
vid be praised, and He, the Lord of Life and Glory, be 
denied His public triumph ? The least that a redeemed 
world can do is to publicly avow their gratitude. 
Would God that Christians would cease "cavilling," 
and turn to the Scriptures, searching to see if "these 
things are so." Such a grand service will be a stand- 
ing witness that "the kingdoms of this world have be- 
come the kingdoms of our God and of His Christ." 
(Compare Micah 4: 2; Zech. 2: 11; 8: 3, and 14: 
16, 17.) Thus the Eastern question will end. Jeru- 
salem — ^the centre of Messiah's empire — ^the name of 
which "glorious" city from that day shall be "The 
Lord is There."

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CHAPTER V- 

THE THRONE OF ')AVID — ^WHERE IS IT? 

"They [Israel] shall speak of the glory of Thy kingdom 
and talk of Thy power.— Ps. 145: 11. 

" Blessed is the nation whose God is the Lord [Jehovah]." — 
Ps. 33 : 12. 

The phenomenon of a g^eat multitude in every 
quarter of the globe conspiring to do honor to their 
sovereign that we are witnessing to-day (June 22d, 
1897) is, without doubt, without a parallel in history. 

Great nations in ancient times have assembled to do 
homage to their monarch, but it has been offered more 
often than not in the language of fear and flattery; 
the very assemblies being by the "command of the 
King," and often directly at the request of fawning, 
trembling courtiers. 

Only two events are on record that in any respect 
may be said to approach as a parallel in sublimity of 
conception and as an expression of sincere, loving re- 
gard and high appreciation in which the one they de- 
light to honor is held by over one hundred millions of 
her KINDRED and nearly twice as many more of her 
subject peoples the great world over. 

The Bible-loving reader will probably anticipate my 
quotation, I r^fer to that unprecedented time when 
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"all the tribes of Israel" came to anoint David King 
over all Israel (II. Sam. 5: 3), and subsequently— 
while mourning over the untimely end of a rebellious 
son — when "all the people were at strife throughout 
all the tribes of Israel," saying, "the King saved us 
out of the hand of our enemies," . . . "now, there- 
fore, why are we silent [margin], why speak ye not 
a word of bringing the King back ?" (II. Sam. 19 : 9.) 

Here is a monarch beloved by his people; this is 
heartfelt praise and admiration ; no national display of 
fulsome flattery such as we read of again and again in 
sacred and profane history, but the genuine, spon- 
taneous outburst of sincere loyalty from the people 
themselves — the best and truest test of their monarch's 
status among them. 

Best of all — and we rejoice to witness the fact — 
"David was deserving of such praise and esteem," for 
he worthily filled the high calling to which God had 
raised him. 

Have we not a beautiful parallel in the history of 
bur noble "lady," the VERY noblest that ever graced 
the HIGHEST throne on earth? (Compare Ps. 89: 
27) : "I will make him, my first-born, higher than 
the kings of the earth." The context proves that this 
psalm refers to David's blood royal, and not the Mes- 
siah. Is not her innocent, beautiful life, in public and 
private, the constant theme that the good and pure 
among her especially God-blessed subjects delight to 
sing? (See "Hail, Victoria.") 

What is there in the record of her world-renowned 
^ire,(David,I m^an — ^proof tp foljow) that c<ui surpass 
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her record in the sight of God and man ? Where shall 
we commence? Was it charity in which he excelled? 
Alas ! no. His own thirty-second and fifty-first Psalms 
answer this fully. Was his court more pure or were 
his children reared more sincerely in the "fear and ad- 
monition of the Lord" he loved ? Did the hand of his 
God lay heavy upon him and his people and he humbly, 
publicly "bow" under it before him? Did he publicly 
pray for "pity" and help when mortal help failed 
(prayer was made in all the churches before the 
"thanksgiving service" was held at St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral) and receive a more gracious answer than was 
vouchsafed in bringing back our Prince Royal from 
the jaws of death in the sight of a wondering world? 
Was victory over his enemies (Ps. 89: 23) more sig- 
nally given by the hand of God than has been given 
to her whose virtues we admire, and whose blessings 
we share, and not to her only, but to all her ancestors 
when faithful as she ? Was his realm more nearly ap<- 
proximating in extent — t. e,, world-wide — ^than that 
promised to him through his greater ancestors' faitk^ 
fulness (Rom. 4: 13, 16), than the empire of "our be- 
loved," upon which "the sun NEVER sets"? His 
subjects more valiant and loyal or throne higher (Ps. 
89: 27) than the contemporary "kings of the earth"? 

Why sing the praises of Emperors of united Ger- 
manics or tell of the Czar— chief princes— of all the 
Russias to the disparagement of this peerless one of 
oursf 

Did David's throne appear more "stable" than this 
one; whose 'Won day sun" has hardly shone upon u§; 
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and yet exceeds and has exceeded in glory the greatest 
upon earth, and will continue, if God is to be accounted 
true to His promise (see Ps. 89: 3, 28, 29, and Jer. 
33: 17-20) and we to His covenant (Deut. 28: 46, and 
26: II, to 30: 20) until the "Sun of Righteousness" 
arise upon us with healing in His wings? (Malachi 
3: I, and 4: 2.) 

What greater compliment can we pay our sovereign 
lady on this greatest day of her great reign than re- 
call all the honors that God has laid upon her royalest 
of royal houses; to recite her genealogy as ancient 
bards her ancestors before her? And in the sight of 
millions of subjects, who will be more than ever in- 
terested in her on this great day, exhort her to resume 
her ancestral title before a wondering world in a man- 
ner never more to be forgotten; that will stimulate 
inquiry into the "Revelation" of God's wondrous love 
and dealings with this throne and nation — already en- 
joyed by hundreds of thousands, and more probably 
millions — ^that will make this name and day memor- 
able indeed as the "blessed of the Lord" God of Israel, 
and increasing joy of His people. 

These things proven — ^and it has stood the test of 
half a century of the strictest research and criticism 
unshaken — ^after fair and impartial inquiry (Prov. 
18: 13) to be "truth indeed" should be the best news 
heard since our Saviour King made full and ample 
satisfaction, with His precious blood, for whosoever 
will believe it, and "the redemption of my people 
Israel." This must result in a fulfilment of Isaiah 
60, the return of this people to favor and God, and 
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best of all the return of Him to whom all monarchs 
shall resign their crowns ; most willing of all, we are 
fully assured, will be our beloved sovereign lady, 
"Victoria." What, then, prevents us, with heart and 
voice, on this glorious day speaking 

*'A word of bringing the King back"? 

What better evidence of the "peopW^' love can we 
have than the spontaneous outburst of real affection 
that issued from the press of our kinsmen in America 
in heartfelt congratulation and expression of real joy 
at the great honor put upon "her" whom they could 
not, on that day at least, call by any other name than 
THE QUEEN? 

What a flame of sacred love blazed forth on that 
day of reunion, of blood ties and sympathies, telling 
us more eloquently than poet or minstrel that "blood" 
will always prove itself "thicker than water" when 
warmed with kindred joys and pride of virtuous, am- 
bitious oneness of design toward the great brotherhood 
of man! 

Shall we not FAN THAT FLAME continually 
with the breath of Christian "oneness with God and 
man" from every corner of both our great countries,' 
forgetting all our follies and cherishing only the good 
and beautiful; blending once more, the flags we love 
with that of Him from whom our "Beloved" receives 
with gratitude the honors "put upon her," until an 
even greater occasion arises for our united action 
toward and our voices raised in sincere inquiry in 
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speaking the word of bringing the King we love bet- 
ter than all "back" ?

"At the dissolution of Parliament on July 17th, 1837, 
in the first speech from the 4hrone her Majesty said : 
"I ascend the throne with a deep sense of the respon- 
sibility which is imposed upon me, but I am supported 
by the consciousness of my own right intentions and 
by my dependence upon the protection of Almighty 
God." 

At the first Privy Council, held on June 20th, 1837, 
these words fell from those truly royal lips: "This 
awful responsibility is imposed upon me so suddenly 

t On the authority of a canon of the Church of England we 
are told that our beloved "Queen-Empress" is waiting for the 
personal coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. In a conversation 
which this gentleman had with her majesty, she is reported 
to have said : "I am looking for the coming of our Lord, and 
I do not think it impossible that I may not have to surrender 
my crown until I have to lay it down at His feet." — Morning 
Star, August, 1897. Multitudes in England, her colonies, and 
America have fully satisfied themselves, upon most authentic 
data, that this expectation is well founded. 

The reverent "inquiring" reader will find much food for re- 
flection and enlightenment on this subject in Jer. 33 : 3, 4, 7, 
15, 17, 26; Ezek. 17: 3-6, 12, 13, 22-24, and 21: 25, 27, 28; 
Amos 3 : 7. 
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. . . that I should feel myself utterly oppressed 
by the burden were I not sustained by the hope that 
Divine Providence, which has called me to this work, 
will give me strength for the performance of it." — 
"Queen Victoria: Her Life and Reign," by Castell 
Hopkins. Bradley Garretson Co., Toronto. (Chap- 
ter IV.) 

In a supplement to the London Gasette of March 
13th, 1882, her Majesty concluded a letter addressed 
to the nation as follows: "The Queen thanks God 
that He spared her child, who is her constant, de- 
voted companion, and those who were with her in the 
moments of danger, as well as herself, and she prays 
that He will continue to protect her for her people's 
sake, as He has so visibly done." 

At the Queen's farewell to the household troops, 
en route to South Africa, her Majesty said : "I have 
asked you who have always served near me to come 
here that I may take leave of you before you start on 
your long voyage to a distant part of my empire, in 
whose defence your comrades are so nobly fighting. 
I know that you will always do your duty to your sov- 
ereign and country, wherever that duty may lead you, 
and I pray God to protect you and bring you back 
safely home." 

Reader, if faith and religion count for an)rthing 
among us, let me ask if you can estimate the value of 
the services to this great nation of a praying Queen ? 

"God bless her," we all sa/, in return for her "God's 
blessing" upon us.

"St. Paul communication to Winnipeg (Manitoba) 
Free Press: It would be difficult adequately to de- 
scribe the change that has been wrought in the feeling 
of the people this side of the border toward Great 
Britain during the past two years. We are mildly 
pstonished to find ourselves in full s)rmpathy with 
England in one of her wars — something that happens 
iiow for the Urst time in nearly one hunfired and fifty 
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years. This change of sentiment is a matter that 
elicits the keenest satisfaction on the part of the most 
intelligent and progressive element among the people 
of the United States. 

" Turn about is fair play/ Had not England been 
our friend during the late war with Spain, there can 
be little doubt that we would have been forced to do 
battle with practically the whole of Europe. Great 
Britain has taken up arms against the Dutchmen of 
South Africa from motives similar to those which 
actuated us when came the clash with Spain early 
last year. Her purposes, like ours, are to lift the yoke 
from the necks of an oppressed people, light the torch 
of liberty, and introduce the leaven of absolute equal- 
ity in one of the spots of earth where neither was ever 
known before. Should the South African war result 
in a combination or attempted combination of Old-

ing of 'hands oflF !' See Isaiah 58 : 6, 7, 8. 

"We read the newspaper accounts of the departure 
of troops from England and Canada and exclaim: 
These are not foreigners. They are our own "boys" 
going out to fight! God be with themP We scan 
the lists of the noble Britons that fell at Glencoe and 
Dundee, and feel a sadness akin to that which was 
brought to us in the lists of casualties at Santiago and 
Manila. 

"We feel — we know — ^that upon the united English- 
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speaking race must fall the brunt of the inevitable and 
final war to be waged by nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
tury civilization upon mediaevalism as embodied in the 
existing decadent dynasties of Europe and Asia. No 
lovelier vision, no more inspiring thought ever passed 
before the eyes or entered the brain of the earnest well- 
wisher of the human race than this sublime truth, that 
henceforth and forever shall Great Britain and the 
United States be united as one in the pursuit of such 
divinely appointed mission!

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CHAPTER VI. 

THE •'throne of THE LORD*' — WHERE IS IT? — 

L CHRON. 28: 5. 

"And the Lord shall give unto Him [Messiah] the throne 
of His father David/'— Luke i : 32. 

We now proceed to examine the evidences and learn 
from them if it really is a fact that "David's throne" 
— ^which is also called "the Throne of the Lord" (L 
Chron. 29: 23) — ^referred to his temporal power, and 
in what light he and his successors regarded the 
promises of God in the Scriptures already quoted and 
to be quoted from. 

To understand this truth as David understood it, we 
must dismiss from our mind all modern "theories," 
"ologies," and "isms," and go back in thought to his 
days and examine the matter' from his standpoint. 
There are two things we must not lose sight of if we 
would make ourselves masters of David's miiid: the 
first is that he plainly regarded "his kingdom as God's 
kingdom on earth." Read again the quotation head 
of Qiapter V. "They ["Israel" — compare Ps. 149: 
2-5, where "Israel" and "Saint" are synon)rmously 
used] shall speak of the glory of Thy kingdom" and 
"talk of Thy power." This speaks for itself, but I will 
dw^ll mgr^ fully upon this aspect subsequently. 
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The next thing we need to grasp is the contempo- 
rary ideas respecting the Deity obtaining among the 
nations around him^ to which David evidently sets in 
contrast his own faith, thus: ''Blessed is the nation 
whose God is THE. Lord" — i,e,, Jehovah. It will not 
have escaped the ordinarily careful Bible reader's 
notice that at least as early as Shalmaneser's days, if 
not Pharaoh's, the kings received more or less of the 
worship offered to their gods. Instance : Nebuchad- 
nezzar and Darius in Scripture record; and Alexan- 
der as the son of Jupiter Amon in secular history, and 
the later Roman emperors, especially Augustus and 
Constantine, with that of Jupiter. Caesar, too, claimed 
descent from Venus ; he took for his motto "Venus Gen- 
etrix." They either required that their names should 
be coupled with that of their god or that they should 
receive worship alone; instance, the decree of Darius 
and his courtiers. They also claimed divine origin 
and were named after their gods; thus, Nebuchad- 
nezzar, Nebu, or Nebo, "the prophetic god," and Tzar 
(as to-day in the title of the Russian autocrat), or 
chief prince;—/.^., "Chief Prince of Nebo;" just a 
form of Nimrod's idolatry; the original of "Dagort," 
the later "Icthys," from which originated the favorite 
monogram "I. H. S." of Christian ( ?) theology. 
Mr. Hislop, in his "Two Babylons," translates this 
thus : "Isis," "Horus," "Seb." He also tells us that 
another form of this idolatry, dating back to patri- 
archal days, was that of "Baal Beerith," THE 
"Lord of the Covenant" (Dan. 4: 37), a blas- 
pheiTipu$ corruption of th? yi^J^ripws §uflferin|^s typi- 
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fied in the Levitical offerings of Israel's Messiah, and 
well known to the patriarchs (Job 19: 25; John 8: 
56), later adopted in Rome as "Jupiter Puer" or "God 
the Son," another form of idolatry popular with 
David's neighbors, which later appeared in Greek 
mythology and Roman as "Jove or Jupiter;" neither 
more nor less than a corruption of the very name 
THE LORD, or JEHOVAH, that David made use 
of in this Psalm. This premised, we are able to para- 
phrase his quotation thus: ''Blessed is the nation 
who worship THE TRUE and ONLY God, 'Jehovah,' 
the God of Abraham^ Isaac, and Israel" (Exod. 3 : 15)^ 
"My name forever." This is really the origin of 
Daemon worship, better expressed as "hero" worship 
of "deified men," alive and dead. The Emperors, be- 
sides the above Divine honors paid to them while alive, 
were granted by the Senate an "apotheosis"- — i.e., a 
place among the gods. These kings were professedly, 
while receiving a full share of worship from their sub- 
jects, invested by their god with both the spiritual and 
temporal power over men, their ambition being cen- 
tred in the one idea of "universal supremacy." This 
may be seen by the careful reader to underlie the 
whole teaching in the scriptural account of the kings 
(II. Chron. 32: 12, 13, 25; Isaiah 26: 7, 10, 19, 20; 
Dan. 4: 30) referred to— viz., that they would be as 
God Himself in the earth. This presumptuous claim 
passed with the office of Pontifex Maximus to the 
Bishop of Rome, A.D. 378. Hislop. (See I. Thess. 2 : 

4. 5) 

In this respect, then, it will be seen that these mpn- 
archs; while really e:(erci3ing despotic $wajr, w^^

hypocritically professing to occupy all the same offices 
by special favor of the gods — i.e., as vicars of God or 
vicegerents. The very attributes of Israel's Messiah 
usurped. Nebuchadnezzar called Him "God of 
Heaven," and Baal Beerith, "Lord of the Covenant," 
was represented as sitting upon the arch of the rain- 
bow. ("Two Babylons.") 

Where they got these ideas from is quite another 
thing. My conviction is that they borrowed them 
from Israel. In this they differed somewhat from 
David. He was content to exercise power as "viceroy" 
for his "Lord," — or Messiah, — "of the Covenant." But 
these descendants of Nimrod aimed much higher. 
They set their thrones, as it were, in the "very heavens" 
(Obad. 4), so making themselves equal to and high as 
"Jehovah" Himself (Isa. 26: 7, 10, 19, 20). The 
reader will weigh well this distinction; it is the very 
hinge of the whole argument. Israel, instead of wit- 
nessing against this apostasy (Isa. 43: 9-12) and 
usurpation, acquiesced in it, because of its attractive, 
seductive pandering to the lusts of their unconverted 
hearts. Certainly the systems of Babylon, Egypt, 
Greece, and Rome, Pagan and Papal, are a growth. 
Equally true it is that they are gathered up and per- 
fected, so far as such a thing is possible, and headed by 
the Pontifex sitting in the latter city to this day. 
Hence it is not strange that even our savants are in- 
quiring: "Which of these two powers, the British or 
the Papal, will attain to universal supremacy? The 
result is not doubtful if Briton is but true to his God

and King. The same applies to America and her; 
President, 
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But to return to David. Can we doubt, after exam-: 
ining the evidence as above, that he considered his 
throne as vice-regal (I. Chron. 28: 5, 2; Sam. 3: 10; 
Eccl. i: 12; Judges 8: 23) and its duration "for- 
ever" certain, because founded upon the promise of 
his Jehovah (I. Chron. 29: 23; II. Chron. 13: 8, 12; 
I. Kings 5: 5; I. Sam. 8: 10; 10: 19, and 12: 17, 
19; II. Sam. 7: 15, 19; I. Chron. 17: 17; Hos. 13: 
9, 10.) I must ask the reader who is willing to be con- 
vinced to turn to these Scriptures. It is impossible to 
spare space for them verbatim. For confirmation note 
the answer from God Himself to His holy prophet 
when Israel asked for a king in order that "they might 
be like the nations around them": "They have re- 
jected me." This David did not do; hence his rejoic- 
ing. He by the spirit prophetically foresaw his 
people's apostasy, and mourned over it again and again 
in his Psalms. We have seen in our review of the 
one hundred and second Psalm that David expected his 
seed to occupy this throne in vice-regal state, "till his 
Messiah should come." This you will find empha- 
sized in the twenty-second verse of that Psalm: 
When the people are gathered together and the king- 
doms to serve the Lord." It may be objected that this 
last quotation refers to gospel preaching. If it does, 
it has not accomplished that blessed consummation yet. 
But there is no need to remain in doubt. The time 
of the gathering of the people to serve the Lord is also 
one of "vengeance" upon those who will NOT serve 
^ THE Lord. This we have proved again and again in 
; previous essays. Our Lord's words are explicit : 
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^This gospel of the kingdom shall be preached 'for a 
witness/ and then shall the end come." That, too, is 
the time of His own return. I will produce evidence 
in a later chapter that Israel in Britain and her posses- 
sions have accomplished this, "witnessing" in Christian 
daySy according to the words of Isa. 43: 10; 59: 21; 
Jen 31: 31, 33, 35, 36. David, in the same Psalm 
(102: 13), speaks of a "set time" which he connects 
with "the Lord appearing in glory" (verse 16) ; he 
mtist have been seeing these things in the "far-off" 
future assisted by the "Holy Spirit" of prophecy. This 
appears to be Paul's argument (Heb. 11: 32, 35), 
which the latter connects with the "First Resurrection." 
The reader will remember my argument of the para- 
ble of the nobleman's son — that it ran right along 
these lines. Here, again, we meet with a cluster of 
events around Messiah's "return in glory" — i.e., 
"Israel's gathering," "conversion," "resurrection na- 
tionally and individually," and vengeance on the im- 
penitent nations (Jer. 3: 12, 17; Isa. 11: 4, 10, 11; 
27. 12, 13; I. Thess. 4: 13- 18). David wa^ as con- 
versant with the promised manifestation of his Lord 
in the flesh as Paul and millions of his followers are 
to-day. He would hardly look for His "returning in 
glory" before that manifestation, for he also saw "His 
death" and "resurrection" by the Spirit. ( See Acts 2 : 
30; Heb. i: 6; Ps. 2: 6, 9.) The seventh verse of 
the latter Psalm confirms this: "This day have I be- 
gotten thee" evidently refers to Qirist's resurrection 
as the "first-bom" "from the dead" (I. Cor. 15: 23; 
Acts 26: 23, and 27: 32; Luke 20: 37), consequently 
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after He had taken upon Himself the form of man, died, 
and risen again. The Epistle to the Hebrews mainly 
refers to the sacrifice by and of Messiah. We must 
remember that Christ was, in some blessed form, with 
the Father before the worlds were made. And as He 
made the world, His claim to Kingship therein was a 
just one; His own words confirm this: "Before 
Abraham was I am." And "All power is given to me 
in heaven and on earth." (See my "Evolution of 
Love," ready to follow this work.) He may have 
been the identical "King of Salem" that stood before 
'Abraham ; we shall know this better later on. 

There is a very pertinent reference to these days in 
the text. Ps. 102: 13, 14, mentions the "generation to 
come," and verse 18 says : "Thy servants take pleas- 
ure in her stones" — "Zion's," in allusion to the ruined 
condition of the holy cities. Many think that this re- 
fers to the act of the British Government in providing 
the vote of money for the exploration of Palestine, a 
labor of love not long since completed. This was on 
the western side of the Jordan. This is supplemented 
by the fact that our kinsmen in America, by private 
subscription and enterprise, completed the work on 
the eastern side of the Jordan. I think we have here 
a marvellous comment upon, if not fulfilment of, the 
words "for the set time to favor Zion is come"; "for 
thy servants [Israel] take pleasure in her stones and 
favor the dust thereof." Our brethren in America 
MUST share our coming "blessings" and glories, as 
they do our "witnei5Sing" now. Their title is found 
in Ezek. 48: 4, 
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There are two other prophecies that refer to this 
event, a study that will set the matter very much 
clearer before us. Ezek. 40: i, some twenty-five 
years after and Zech. 2 : 1-5, at the end of the Baby- 
lonian Captivity, had visions of the ''consummation'' 
and "return of the glory" vouchsafed to them. The 
latter rather briefly, the former very fully describes, 
"the gathering of the people" (Gen. 49 : 10) to the land, 
and the division of the same among them, closing the 
last chapter (35) of that wonderful series with the 
words: "The name of the city shall be, 'THE Lord 
is there'" (Gen 49: 10). We have briefly touched 
upon this matter, but the time has come for fuller 
examination of the same. 

. In each of the above visions the prophets "saw a 
man with a measuring line and a reed in his hand;" 
with which, it was explained, he was to "measure the 
city." A symbolic act. Of the latter prophecy Dr. 
Daubuz (Symbolical Dictionary on the Apocalypse), 
article "Reed," remarks: "The prophecy explains 
itself (verse 4), that it was in order to have Jerusalem 
newly inhabited." That these prophecies did not refer 
to Ezra's and Nehemiah's "remnants" is plain from 
the fact of the "return of the glory" being the burden 
of each prophet. The reader, however, will derive 
much profit from a prayerful study of both these 
visions. 

The learned "master" of the s)rmbolic languages, 
named above, comments also as follows: "The pro- 
fane authors have expressions which show that a 
measuring reed, or line, is to take possession of the 
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things measured." I have turned up one of his refer- 
ences, that in Herodotus (lib. i, sec. 66), and find it 
most convincing, but cannot give it here — it is too 
long. The classical reader can look it up for him- 
self. 

Here we have the earliest historian^ almost con- 
temporary with these prophets, referring to these 
heathen oracles and prophets as making use of the 
same symbol that the Divine Spirit has graciously 
used for our instruction more than twenty-three hun- 
dred years later. The fact, as we have seen, that the 
same blessed Spirit reveals (Rev. ii: i) under ex- 
actly the same symbol of a measuring reed the re- 
occupation of the same blessed land after the per- 
mitted "treading down" (verse 2) by its present oc- 
cupants is surely more than coincidence. 

The still more solemn fact that we have arrived at 
the same prophetic term of years, nearly run out, 
should make us at least very watchful, for everything 
politically points to it — ^the land — changing hands 
again at an early date. The question arises naturally 
to our minds, "To whom?" Now, Christian reader, 
tell me honestly, would you not esteem it your high- 
est privilege, next to that of winning souls, to have 
taken part in such a labor of love? Would you not 
have taken pleasure "in her stones"? Would you 
not have carted the rubbish as those noble ladies of 
Judah did when mad Julian, the apostate Emperor, 
attempted to restore Jerusalem before "the set time 
had come" (Ps. 102: 13)? 

It is evident, then, that this "appearing in glory" is 
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yet future, though probably not "afar off" now. All 
eyes are turned to-day to the Holy Land; many anx- 
ious hearts are yearning to see the last "treader 
down" ejected (Luke 21 : 24) ; and who more likely 
to eject him than the British (Ezek. 25: 14; 35: 11 ; 
Isa. 49 : 16 ; 62 : 4, 6, 7) ? 

Certain it is that Messiah's "coming in glory" was 
not the time for "sacrifice for sinners." That was 
decidedly the most cruel humiliation ever inflicted on 
innocent man. Equally certain that Abraham did not 
rejoice, by faith in the spirit prophetically, to see the 
day of Messiah's humiliation. No doubt he rejoiced 
in the promised sin offering (Heb. 9: 28) that should 
make atonement for himself and his seed and all who 
chose to share that greatest blessing with them (Rom. 
15: 10), but surely his rejoicing was that recorded in 
Heb. II, the "consummation in the First Resurrection 
at the coming of His Lord" (L Thess. 4: 13-18.) 
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CHAPTER VII. 

WHEN SHALL THESE THINGS BE? (Matt. 24: 3.) 

"Eye hath not seen, nor hath ear heard, nor hath it entered 
into the heart of man, what things God hath prepared for 
those who love Him. 

** But God hath revealed them to us by His Spirit." — I. Cor. 
2: g, la 

BUT GOD HATH REVEALED THEM TO US 
BY HIS SPIRIT.— (I. Cor. 2: 9, 10.). 

First, then, we note that our dear Lord in the days 
of His humiliation, when, as we sing, "J^sus was here 
among men," never once repudiated the claim that 
we contend for, but again and again suggested that 
it was a correct view of the prophecy referring to 
Himself, but yet future (Luke 24: 25, 26, 27, 45; 
22: 29; i: 31; Matt. 19: 28; 20: 21.) The reader 
will observe that every passage is in the future tense. 
His mournful words (Matt. 23: 29) foretelling the 
destruction of Jerusalem implied His own literal re- 
turn. The angels at the time of His ascension dis- 
tinctly confirmed the prophecy of Zech. 14 : 4 to the 
same effect (Acts i: 11). His own blessed words 
(Matt. 5: 35) at the commencement of His ministry 
are a distinct claim to the same literal Holy City ; "for 
it is the city of the Great King." He is speaking of

Jerusalem. Evidently the "Great King" referred to 
so often by David (Ps. 48: 2; 74: 12, 20; 87: 3). 
The whole Sermon on the Mount (Matt. 5: 6, 7) is 
full of quotations from David's Psalms. 

In Matt. 25 : 31 he helps us again. "When the Son 
of Man shall come in His glory, then shall He sit upon 
the throne of His glory." Let us compare again Da- 
vid's words, "When the Lord shall build up Zion He 
shall appear in His glory." And yet another con- 
firmation from Jer. 3: 14, 17, where the time of 
Israel's return is said to be when "Jerusalem shall be 
called the throne of the Lord." The latter almost 
verbatim with Ezek. 48: 35. 

As to who the "Son of Man" is, that is simplicity 
itself. His question to the Apostles, "Who do men 
say that I, the 'Son of Man,' am?" answers itself. 
The Son of Man is Jesus "the Christ." Such was 
the answer that Peter gave: **Thou, Jesus, art the 
Messiah," the "anointed of God"; therefore "David's 
Lord." No one knew "the offices" of the Messiah 
better than David. All the incidents in his life, from 
the cradle to the grave, and subsequent resurrection 
are to be found in those Psalms by those who search 
for them. The sin offering in particular he attached 
much importance to (Ps. 32 and 51). Isaiah 53 
handed down this promise to the people and their 
Rabbis. Had the latter "kept the faith" as David did, 
they would not have persisted in reversing the divine 
order. The same is equally true with many to-day. 
Even the Apostles did not understand this order until 
after the resurrection. From that time forward they 
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preached what David and other prophets foretold. 
THEY spake of Christ as the promised prophet (Acts 
3: 22); Paul of his PRESENT priesthood; and 
Christ Himself of His FUTURE Kingship. After 
you have studied these somewhat carefully you will, I 
trust, indorse my reasoning as to the necessity of 
placing the Messianic prophecies in the proper order 
as explained by David, the Apostles, and Christ Him- 
self, and the increasing benefit we receive by so do- 
ing, I leave the thought with you, my reader, earn- 
estly desiring that every man may be fully persuaded 
in his own mind. Frances Ridley Havergal's beauti- 
ful hymn, "Thou art coming, O my Saviour/' places 
these offices in most intelligent and beautiful order. 
A proof of the advantage she derived from a study of 
the prophecies in question. 
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CHAPTER VIIL 

THE COVENANT WITH DAVID AND HOW IT WAS KEPT. 

(Jer. 33: 20-26.) 

''David shall never want a man to sit upon the throne of 
Israel"— Jtr. 33: 17. 

" The throne of the kingdom of the Lord over Israel." — I. 
Chron. 28: 5. 

Let me ask you, my reader, to thoroughly master 
those Scriptures at the head of this essay, and answer 
the question to yourself. Have you ever thoroughly 
understood these? I expect an answer in the nega- 
tive, but if you are disposed to say, "I think they must 
be spiritually understood as applying to Jesus and His 
rule and reign in the hearts of men," then I am fully 
persuaded that you have neither done justice to the 
Scriptures in question nor to yourself. Supposing 
we credit you with being honest in your inquiries and 
desiring to arrive at truth alone "before the world." 

Before we examine historical evidence, let me give 
you a series of quotations that by themselves prove 
that the "Throne of the Lord," the "House of David," 
the "Throne of David," and "the Kingdom of Israel" 
are just so many phrases expressing exactly the same 
thing, and will clear up the difficulty referred to above 
(I. Chron. 29: 23; II. Chron. 13: 8, 12; I. Kings, 
5: 5;I. Sam. 10: 19; 8: 10: 12: 12, 17, 19; Hos. 13: 
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9, lo.) Kindly refer to these; we cannot give them 
in detail. We must be careful not to confuse the 
"Kingdom of Judah" with that of the "Kingdom of 
Israel", for in that case we shall be acting as if we 
are following the history of Ireland or Scotland for 
that of England. Judah as an independent nation 
came to an end with the Babylonian Captivity. All 
that can be said of them for the next nearly seven 
hundred years is that they were tributary, as we have 
shown above, to the three great succeeding world 
powers. As to Israel, their national status ended 
with the Assyrian Captivity one hundred and thirty 
years before Judah's, but the prophecies teach us that 
they were to reappear as a NATION when Judah as 
a NATION tnoved off the scene : and finally, after de- 
stroying their Saviour and their King, as stated by the 
latter (Matt. 21 143, 45). The whole mystery to the su- 
perficial reader lay in the fact that the tribe of Judah 
was always to provide a ruler over the kingdom of 
Gk)d, which meant, in His council, "all Israel of the 
twelve tribes." This Judah insisted upon misunder- 
standing and applying the terms "kingdom of God" and 
"people of God" to their own tribe. You will see this 
explained in Ezek. 11 : 15 : "Son of Man, Thy breth- 
ren, even Thy brethren, the men of Thy kindred and 
all the house of Israel wholly, are they unto whom the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem have said. Get you far from 
the Lord; unto us is this land given in possession." 
Here is a similar misapprehension to that made by the 
descendants of Esau at the wily instigation of 
Mahomet, seen above. 
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The kingdom of Israel, on the other hand, 
was to be reinstated to NATIONAL favor some- 
where "afar off" from their land about the time 
of JudSih's captivity, and when Messiah came, 
and by the Holy Spirit's influence, promised by 
Isa. 59: 21 and others, brought into "new covenant" 
relationship under "David their King." That is to say, 
under a successor of David, for the promise was to 
him and his seed "forever" (Jer. 33: 17), or at least 
"until Shiloh come" (Gen. 49: 10; I. Chron. 5:2; 
II. Chron. 13: 5, 8; I. Kings 12: 16, 19, 20; 11: 11, 
and 30: 31, 32). This promise covers twenty-five 
hundred and twenty years and was repeated and con- 
firmed with an oath at the very time when David's 
sceptre disappeared from among the nations of the 
earth in that same Babylonian Captivity 588 B.C. (Jer. 
33: 17-21). So we see as a fact that David's seed 
after Solomon died only wielded the sceptre over 
all Israel from B.C. 975 to 588. 

The reader will see how impossible it is to recon- 
cile this short period of supremacy with the promise 
"FOREVER" to David's house. This is the "secret" 
that we have to unravel, and we must appeal to the 
Spirit of God and the prophets to guide us. After 
both nations had passed off the scene as rulers among 
men, the prophets tell us that God still reserved to Him- 
self a "remnant" of both houses, which He intended 
to reunite in marriage and thus reinstate the blood 
royal of David over all Israel in a "far-off land." 
The refuge-seeking remnant of Judah is referred to 
(Jer. 33: 3; 44- 28; 51; 50). these had escaped 
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the captivity of Babylon and Egypt, and consisted of 
the prpphet, with the King's daughters in his custody. 
They are referred to symbolically (Ezek. 17: 12-22) 
as a debased kingdom (verse 14), but not utterly 
destroyed ; but, like a newly planted slip from a noble 
tree, to grow to a more noble (verse 23) and eminent 
height THAN IT HAD EVER ATTAINED BE- 
FORE. This, we shall see, is a highly symbolic 
description of the fortunes of David's fallen house; 
fallen temporarily only, but not utterly destroyed. 
So much for the throne ; now for the people. 

The people that were to be ruled over, then, during 
this twenty-five hundred years' "cast-out" condition, 
or, in scriptural language, "of captivity," were not the 
tribe of Judah at all, BUT THE TEN TRIBES OF 
ISRAEL. Of these, also, God had reserved unto 
■ Himself a "remnant" that He intended to reunite to 
, the fallen house of David in a land "afar off" from 
the home of their fathers, to rise again, like the 
Throne "remnant" just referred to, to GREATER 
^HEIGHT THAN EVER ATTAINED BEFORE; 
in fact, to complete SUPREMACY OVER ALL 
THE NATIONS OF THE EARTH. The remnant 
you will find referred to in Ezek. 6: 1-9; Zech. 10: 
6-9. Both these remnants are said to "remember (jod 
afar off" "and let Jerusalem come into their mind." 
Which means that both remnants were to be, what they 
never had been in their own land, "faithful and obedi- 
ent" to the Overlordship and consequent blessing of 
the (jod of the fathers. / 

Seeing that Judah continued *'in unbelief* and **cut 
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themselves off" from "the true vine" by that same 
unbelief, we can only leave that people to the mercy of 
God and follow the fortunes of the "Throne-royal and 
Vice-regal remnant that God had chosen from that 
tribe. We must now, therefore, look for the "rem- 
nant of Israel," to whom that Throne was again united 
immediately after their fall at the hand of Nebuchad- 
nezzar. Speaking of a return in faithfulness of these 
people to their God, you will naturally think of their 
conversion, that I spoke of so solemnly in a previous 
essay. Like the royal house, God had also "reserved 
unto Himself a remnant of Israel" in Apostolic days 
which proved to be the "germ seed" of an embryotic 
converted or "righteous nation" (Rom. ii: i-6). 
These the Apostle Paul insists were "literal Israelites" 
converted to God, and thus fulfillihg His original de- 
sign of "electing" to Himself a people whom David 
foresaw would be "born", later on arid "praise the 
Lord." 

It will be seen at a glance that it would be worse 
than useless, then, to look into JEWISH history for 
this remnant. As to the sceptre or royal house, we 
have, as we said before, to unravel that "secret." First, 
then, we will follow the fortunes of the Royal Lady in 
Jer. 51 : 50, the blood royal descendant of the last king 
of Judah, whose sons his captor had slain before his 
eyes before he put them out. To find out where this 
throne was set up again^ we must first find out where 
the "remnant" was over whom it was to be set up. We' 
may then leave the fortunes of the house 6i Pavid en-' 
shrouded in the mystery of the "secret" until we find 
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ihc wandering "remnant of Israel." We can then re- 
turn to our "secret" and place them in their right posi- 
tion as God's rulers over God's people. His kingdom 
of Israel. 

It will be remembered that Israel after rebellion 
against God and David's line, whom He had set over 
them, went from bad to worse, until God "removed 
thefh out of His sight" in the Assyrian Captivity, B. C. 
721. We shall show, however, later on that a "rem- 
nant" had escaped, most probably before this captivity, 
and in a land "afar off" formed the nucleus of the 
about-to-be rebuilt kingdoms of Israel and Judah. The 
main body, then, of outcast Israel had moved from 
Armenia — where a remnant "known as Nestorians" 
remain to this day — into Scythia. (See Dr. Ashael 
Grant's "Nestorians" and "Benjamin's Travels in Asia 
and Africa," published about fifty years ago.) The 
Persians called the latter "Sacae;" they called them- 
selves (Herodotus) "Scolotae." They are found in 
the first century B.C. and first A.D. to have moved be- 
tween the end of the seventh century B.C. and this 
date, almost unperceived, westward from the south of 
Russia, between the Don and the Danube, into the 
plains south of the Baltic, and appear in history as 
"Sac-Sohnes" {Sohne, "sons" in German. See Glov- 
er), or Sons of "Sak." (Ogilvie.) The phonetic value 
of this last word, as we pointed out elsewhere, is 
equivalent in sound with the Hebrew word Tzakhak, or 
''laughter" (see "Israel's Wanderings," by Oxonians.) 
The name givenbySarah, Abraham's wife, to their son. 
'thk name given by God to that son before he was bom 
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(Gen. 17: 19.) The name also given by God to Israel 
but a short time before He cast them out of His land 
(Amos 7: 16.) 

After traversing the south of Russia and the plains 
of Germany during some five hundred years' wander- 
ing, we find them next in southeast Britain. There 
can be no mistake here whatever^ for the name remains 
in the land they seized upon to this day. One group 
of invaders settled in Essex and are handed down to 
us by historians as East ''Sax/' another in Wessex, 
called West ''Sax/' yet another in Sussex/ known as 
South "Sax/' and last, but not least, Middlesex, or 
the Middle "Saxons." In Ethelwerd's chronicle these 
people are called "Sexe/' The last name sounds very 
familiar to us as one that ethnologists speak of as Auld 
"Saxe/' a people long located in the plains of Ger* 
many, but of whom no trace, either of people or lan- 
guage, remains. To the north of these invaders, every 
schoolboy knows, settled the Angles. The Rev. Mr. 
Mcintosh tells us this word is better expressed as 
"Ettgles/* which he says in Hebrew means "a heifer." 
The heifer probably refers to Jeroboam's idol with 
which he "made Israel to sin" — i.e., a calf. This was 
most likely the emblem of "Isis" which Jeroboam 
learned to worship when in Egypt; from which land, 
it will be remembered, he returned, after seeking 
refuge for years from Solomon's vengeance, to reign 
over "all 'rebellious' Israel." 

Large detachments dropped away from the above 
"confederacy" and appeared in the Crimea 
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and western Europe as "Cymrir. in the beginning of 
the fourth and end of the second century B.C. These 
doubtless reached Armorica and Britain in niunerous 
colonies. Herodotus speaks of these "Cimmeroi" be- 
ing "driven out of Scythia into Asia Minor." Grave- 
yard remains of these people have been discov^^red 
in the Crimea at Schufut Kaleh — Israel's fortress — 
bearing date about A.D. i or 7 and recording the death 
of two or more rabbis in the "seven hundredth year of 
our captivity/' Another large burial place of Hebrews 
its known to exist on the Kuban, to the northeast of 
the Sea of Azof. These Cymri are among our earliest 
British settlers, and ethnologists identify them with 
the Beth-Omri: "Hebrew house of Omri'': "Bit 
Khumree," "the Land of Omri," or "Israel," as record- 
ed on the Chaldee monuments, marbles, and sculptures. 
Omri, it will be remembered, was the builder of Sa- 
maria, the greatest king of Jeroboam's rebellious line. 
Some of these records, I believe, were found at Sar- 
gon's palace, at Korsabad, a few miles east of Nineveh. 
This monarch was probably the last of the Assyrian 
monarchs who completed the deportation of Israel intt> 
.Assyria, Great care must be taken not to confound 
this captivity with that of Judah one hundred and 
thirty years latere Each of these houses or nations, 
Israel and Judah, had a distinct and checkered history 
ever since: Judah, - falling lower and lower, Israel 
rising step by step to ultimate supremacy in the world, 
as to-day we find them in the British nation. 

Foremost among these earliest colonists in Britain, 

wbpm tb^ W^l?h triads ^ncj the pld Enp:lish chromcJer^ 
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called Cymri, appeared a people in several places — ac-» 
cording to Ptolemy's map as quoted from and copied 
by Professor Rhys in his "Celtic Britain"— with "Dan" 
conspicuous in their tribal name. Thus we have in 
the north Cale-"don"-i ; the Welsh chroniclers called 
it "Coed cely don," or "the wood of Cali'don. 
(Rhys' "Celtic Britain," p. 22J.) The prefix "Cale 
identical with the "Kalah" or Caleb of the "Schufut 
Kaleh" mentioned above and so often met with in 
Palestine and Syria; in that case we have "Dan's 
stronghold," or "fortress" — Le., Drumalban range and 
the Grampians. Richard of Cirencester (ch. 58) says: 
"Nearest the wall dwell the Gadeni." This confirms 
my argument that another of these colonies was of the 
tribe of Gad. Mr. Carpenter, in his "Lost Israel 
Found," mentions numerous tumuli and sepulchral 
monuments, all Israelitish, and calls them Caleb or 
Kalah, and says *'they are to be found along the whole 
Toute from Assyria, across the plains in the south of 
-Russia and Germany, right on to the north of Ireland." 
'The very route traversed by these Sc)rthian ("wander- 
ers;" see Hosea 9: 17), or Sacai, or Sacae. Right on 
this route, in Thrace, will be found a river called the 
Sereth and another called the Hebrus, on the forn^er 
-of which stands the town to this day called "Isakcha." 
'The reader will notice the phonetic value of this word, 
as in the case of the translation of the word from the 
Hebrew "Isaac." East and south on the map referred 
•to (Ptolemy's) I find Ota-"deni," very suggestive of 
-other "Dan"-ites as heard by a foreigner, or more 
likely a corrupt readering^ of tb^ name bjr the Phoeni-

dans, who supplied Ptolemy with much of his tnfor* 
mation respecting Britain and Scotland. (See Young's 
"History of Ireland," p. 5.) 

Ptolemy is known to be very accurate in respect of 
Ireland, having made that survey in person. Between 
the above I find the Gododin (Welsh or Cymric) 
of "Manaw," which may in like manner be a corrup- 
tion of "Manasseh." We have to-day, in the same 
neighborhood, Clackmannan and Slamannan. The Irish 
called the Firth of Forth "the sea of Guidan,'' or the 
"Giuds" (Reeve's "Culdees" and Rhys' "Celtic Brit- 
ain," p. 149.) Southeast of these are "Attecoti," 
which. Professor Rhys says (pp. 218, 242), translated 
means the "Ancient People." Turn to Isa. 44 : 7 and 
you will find God addressing Israel by this very name 
or term. The Welsh chroniclers called St David's 
Head (a well-known headland along the Welsh coast) 
"Moni-Judcorum" ("Celtic Britain," p. 151), Sug- 
gesting "the mount of Judah ;" and "Giuds," mentioned 
above, may be a corruption of "Jew" or "Judah." Re- 
member, we had to trace a "remnant" of Judah by this 
northwest route as well as a "remnant of Israel" in 
their "wanderings" "afar off." In the south and west 
of the island we have a very large and 
powerful tribe of Dum"non"i. Richard of Cirences- 
ter (chap. 36) says: "These people were descended 
from those powerful nations who in search of new 
habitations quitted their country, which was situated 
between the Danube, the Alps, and the Rhone. Some 
of them afterwards emigrated into Ireland, as it ap- 
pears from siutiientic documwts/' Professor Rhys 
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locates the original coiony of Attecoti, that we found 
in the southwest of Scotland, on the northeast coast of 
Ireland. The route that Richard of Cirencester men- 
tions precisely corroborates my argument for the route 
taken by the Cymri. The Welsh triads make them 
say of themselves : "We came from the summer coun- 
try of the Def robani ;" the same neighborhood, 
"Thrace," from which we traced the above "Cymri/* 
"Cimmerians," or "Cimmeroi" of Herodotus. 

The Scots of the isles and north of the Grampians 
may be a Milesian colony. But these "Picts" of "the 
historians" that have g^ven so much trouble to locate 
are much more likely to have been successive "Cym- 
ric," therefore "Israelitish," colonists. This author 
("Celtic Britain") discriminates between the Cymri as 
"Goidel and Brython." The latter those of South 
Wales, and the former, until conquered by the English 
King Eadmund and made over to Malcolm — ^A.D. 904 
— North Wales, or Gwjmedd. The "Goidel" were 
these same Irish and earlier arrivals, as far as I can 
follow them. Apropos of Dan, I may add in passing 
that Colonel Gawler has traced them to Sparta, and 
on the authority of Sir W. Betham states positively 
that the original colonists, or "Danai," sons of the 
mythical Danaus were Israelites of the tribe of Dan. 
Twice in the time of the Maccabees the Jews of Pales- 
tine, after Ezra's return, claimed kinship with them, 
AND IT WAS ACKNOWLEDGED. All the coun- 
try for hundreds of miles around appears on ancient 
maps of the first century as Dar-dan-ia, and Dar-dan- 
elles remains to this day. Compare this with Richard 
of Cirencester's statements above. . 
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The Christian gentleman and scholar. Rev. F. R. 
Glover ("England the Remnant of Judah/') has, by 
the aid of the very best ancient and modern students 
of Irish history, located "Tuatha De Danan" in the 
northwest of Ireland, and proves upon incontestable 
evidence that they weire in very fact purely Israelitish 
settlers — ^no doubt the "Goidels" of Professor Rhys — 
under well-authenticated date of B.C. 719, just two- 
years after the Assyrian Captivity. The venerable 
Bede (book I., chap, i) and the Saxon chroniclers 
(chap, i) relate, that "a colony of Picts from Scythia 
[the chroniclers say Armenia], coasting off the island 
of Britain, attempted to settle on the northwest coast 
of Ireland ;'' chap. 15 tells of a Sc3rthian of noble birth 
arriving in northwest Ireland B.C. 489, and chap. 12 
"an arrival of Ticts' B.C. 341 ;" chap. 64 mentions "a 
place called the city of Judea." Professor Rhys thinks 
this is Edinburgh — "but finding a people there before 
them, who refused — ^though friendly — on the score of 
*want of room/ — them settlement, but pointed out a 
place suitable across the channel (twenty-eight miles 
distant.) To this island the former proceeded. Alli- 
ances were formed, marriages arranged, and an agrecT 
ment respecting the Royal succession that can be traced 
for hundred of years afterward. These MUST have 
spoken the same language, and were, judging by the 
terms, kinsmen. Hence we have proof of my position 
and Rev. W. Glover's, also (for Ireland) — L e,, that 
•'Dan" and "Gad," and probably "Manasseh," had cer- 
tainly settled in large numbers in Britain, Ireland, and 
Scotland quite some time before Ptolemy's day— i.e.. 
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the early part of the second century. The "Attecoti" 
were either a colony from Ireland or related to the 
Dalriade Scots of Tara (see Rhys' "Celtic Britain," 
pp. 113, 143, 144, 156, 218, 242), and probably earlier 
may have been crowded out and settled in "Galloway," 
and are doubtless "Scots" or "Dannan/' from "Dal 
Riade," as above. Professor Rhys calls them "Picts 
of Gallowa/' and says "the Saxon chronicle calls them 
Strathclyde Welshmen, and that they claimed kinship 
with the Scottic colonists from Irelandl" At any rate, 
they were located on the very spot contested by the 
colonists menticHied in the third century (compare 
Young^'s "History of Ireland," pp. 15 and 17.) No 
doubt Aedan, that came with Golumfea from Ireland 
to Scotland, consolidated these rather scattered settle- 
ments. Mr. Rhys says (p. 156) : "Aedan's sons took 
a more or less active part in the affairs of Ireland," 
and "it is by no means clear what all Aedan's wars 
were about, but it would perhaps be not far wrong to 
assume that they were mainly directed against the 
Angles and Picts between the Forth and Clyde." This 
is much the same conclusion that I have arrived at, 
only the kinship clears up the obscurity of the sixth 
century A.D. 

In the old English chroniclers we find a "prince" 
named Rhydderdach. The data for some two hundred 
years is, however, very uncertain, and consequently 
unreliable. I think the obscure name will turn out to 
be a Goidelic title of either the prince conquered by or 
a Latin mistranslation of Aedan's "overlordship," as 
'*Ard Righ" in the Celtic tongue. I rather incline to 
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Professor 'Rhys'great conquest by Aedan about the 
middle of the same sixth century, for he, too, extended 
the Argyle colony in exactly the same direction, and 
probably conquered these Strathclyde Welshmen* These 
folk had a squabble with the officers in David's army 
and claimed the right to carry the ''Lion standard/' 
A.D. 1 138 (McKenzie's "History of Scotland") Pro- 
fessor Rhys gives A.D. 11 30 ("Celtic Britain/' p. 
145^) and says their language used to be called by 
Scotch authors "Ersch/' or Irische/' This is con- 
firmation of the claim of kinship and the loss of "the 
principality" by the "Gwledig/' or overlord, in the 
above conflict (p. 122), when he lost his power with his 
standard. This "Gwledig" of Wales was always nom- 
inated in the above-mentioned "Manaw." The stand- 
ard of Wales referred to was, up to that date, em- 
blazoned with a Dragon — ^and the "Gwledig/' or over- 
lord, sometimes called "The Dragon." "Edmund con- 
quered this district A.D. 946 and bestowed it, from the 
Derwent to the Qyde, on Malcolm, so Cumbria be- 
came an appanage of the Scottish crown." ("Celtic 
Britain/' p. 145.) The Rev. Dr. Hislop tells us, in 
his "Two Babylons," that "the Roman standard in the 
days of the Empire was a great Fiery Serpent to near- 
ly the end of the fourth century." He also tells us that 
this is a better translation than the words "Red Drag- 
on." (Rev. 12.: 3, 7, 9). In Gen. 49: 17 we find this 
very emblem — i. e,, "a serpent" with the tribe of Dan. 
Henceforth Aedan's successors in these Scottic colo- 
nies now, A.D. 590, consolidated into a fairly devel- 
oped though yet embryotic kingdom, completed by 
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Kenneth McAlpine A.D. 844-60^ would fly as their 
NATIONAL ensign the Lion standard — i. ^.,the royal 
ensign above the tribal (Num. i : 52; 2: 2, 25-31 )» the 
same that waved over David and Solomon, and now 
waves over Victoria, his scion. Strange, indeed, all 
this if the above is a true solution of this very knotty 
problem, for we read in Gen. 49: 16: "Dan shall 
judge [i.e., "rule"] his people as one of the tribes of 
Israel." Certainly this Dan of Cymric Irish history 
ruled in all the colonies named until conquered by 
the bearers of the Lion's standard. The Saxons and 
Angles that we saw in an earlier essay, arriving later 
and in larger bodies were the main body of "Lost 
Israel;" these "colonists" the "pioneers." Colonel 
Gawler traced some of these to Sparta and northwest 
Ireland. 

Our Oxonian remarks that "the Kimmerians can 
be traced to the Beth Khumri with a greater proba- 
bility than to Comer." He supplements this remark 
with Professor Rawlinson's opinion, thus: "Identity 
of name^ even alone^ is an argument that requires to 
be met, and which, unless met by positive objections, 
establishes a presumption in favor of a connection of 
race." There is a remarkable fitness in this name, 
given to them by God and also by their heathen con- 
querors, for the very idolatry that brought them all 
their sorrow and exile is characterized by God as the 
"statues of Omri," in contrast to His own. (See 
Micah 6:16; Ezek. 20: 18, 19; I. Kings 13: 13, and 
16: 25; II. Kings 16: 10-15.) This admitted, it fol- 
lows diat not only did this remark apply to Wales, but 
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to north and south Britain long before the Roman oc^ 
cupation; for although, as we have seen, Professor 
Rhys classifies these "Cymri" as "Groidel and Brython," 
his principal witnesses — Ptolemy, Bede, the Saxon and 
the Welsh chroniclers — ^all make them to come frcMn 
lost Israel's places of exile, Scythia (nearly all the 
Irish "traditions" make the successive waves of immi- 
grants to come from Sc)rthia), and unwittingly supply 
the very tribal names which, according to the above 
high authority, "establishes a presumption in favor of 
connection of race." This is strikingly exhibited in 
the case of the "Attecoti" referred to above. The very 
high authority of Professor Rhys and Ptolemy com- 
bine, with the above, to produce conviction. The for- 
mer tells us that "Ptolemy supplies a reason for think- 
ing that it was the Solway Picts who first gave the 
Dalriade Scots a home in Cantyre." If the latter were 
Cymric colonists, so were the former; equally true is 
this of all the others whom these authorities spake of 
as ^'Dum"-noni, Cale-"doni," "Gad"-eni, Otta-"dini," 
and "Tuatha de Dannan." But Professor Rhys' ex- 
planation of the word "Attecoti" seems to me conclu- 
sive, confirming the words of the Prophet Isaiah 
(44: 7), which call these "ancient people" also (verse 
8) his "witnessing people." "In these *sacred islands' 
we find the Cjrmri, who emphatically called them- 
selves 'the first or the oldest race' " ("Celtic Re- 
searches," by E. Davis, 1804; Prophetic Messenger, 
August 30, 1883.) 

' Richard of Cirencester (chap. 49) says "these peo- 
ple were once formidable to all Britain." Mr. Rhys 
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(p. 240) says: "The portion of Ireland best known 
to history as Pictish was a pretty well-defined district, 
consisting of the present county of Antrim and most 
of that of Down." He also 3ays (p. 242) :, 'It has, 
however, been sometimes supposed that it was in Wales 
the Irish Scots habitually landed : they may have done 
so occasionally." This tardy admission is sufficient 
for our needs; the account given by Bede and the 
Saxon chroniclers supply the rest. They were the 
same race, and the offensive and defensive alliances re- 
ferred to account for the trouble they gave the Ro- 
mans and the Northumbrian kings; while the family 
feuds were, no doubt, "usurpations" or tribal quarrels 
respecting "the succession" between the respective 
branches of this "great" "Cymric people," classified by 
our author, Rhys, as Goidelic and Brythonic. The lat- 
ter is suggestive of "Prydain," chief of one of the 
earliest colonies, mentioned in the Welsh triads; the 
former sounds like "Gad" and may well be taken for 
another form of the word "Gad"eli, a colony that we 
fotmd between the Tyne and the Tees, on the north- 
east coast of Scotland. 

Professor Sullivan, in his introduction (p. 5) to 
Professor O'Curry's "Manners and Customs of the 
Ancient Irish" (quoted by Oxonian in his "Israel's 
Wanderings"), says: "All the fundamental princi- 
ples of the Anglo-Saxon law existed among the Brit- 
ish. . . . The Saxons of Hengist and Horsa found 
on their arrival what we would call 'Saxon laws and 
customs,' and only effected territorial changes.'*' Again 
(PP* 7& ^d 76) : "Between the: so called. Kelts an4» 
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Saxons, both fair-haired, blue-eyed people, there is 
identity of race ; also a most special connection of their 
languages, the result either of long-continued unity 
or of the very special relationship of the mind of the 
people." 

Mr. Glover points out that the bards declared their 
"Lore" in the "Hebrew tongue," and in respect to the 
Mosaic law, that the Messrs. O'Curry and Sullivan 
admit was identical with those that Dr. Younge told 
us were introduced by Ollam Fola, remarks as fol- 
lows: — "England the Remnant of Judah," (p. 76) : — 
"But that which is the chief point to be considered in 
all this is that the Nine laws were established at this 
time [author's italics] against murder^ theft, false wit- 
ness, perjury, and neglect of parents, and that every 
one should do to others as they would wish others to 
do to them, etc., by the authority of the great Ollam." 
Mr. Glover's quotation is from "The Chronicles of 
Eri," vol. 2, pp. 92, 100, 102, 108. 

Messrs. O'Curry and Sullivan not only prove my 
case for the earlier (Cymric) arrivals of tiiese "an- 
cient people" as colonists in the British Isles before the 
Roman occupation, but they also confirm those of Ox- 
onian, Glover, and others that I have quoted for the 
later Scythian "sons of Isaac" that have been gather- 
ing in these isles of the "western sea" pending their 
conversion through a remnant of faithful "witnesses," 
that all the earth may know that "the Most High,'* 
the Lord God of Israel, "ruleth in the kingdoms of 
men and giveth it to whosoever He will" (Dan. 4: 17), 
even to David and his seed, as we shall see shortly,

"till He tome whose right it is." Dr. Younge, in his 
"History of Ireland" (p. 30), says: "The Scots of 
Ireland were the founders of the Scottic Kingdom as 
an independent principality. The sovereignty of the 
Stuarts ^an be traced no further back than the Dal- 
riads of the north of Ireland" — i.e., 719 B.C., as stated 
above. "Her present majesty descends directly from 
Fergus t." — i.e., A.D. 513. There appears to have 
been much fighting between this date and that of 
Aedan's 3trrival, A.D. 574. (See Rhys' "Celtic Brit- 
ain," p. 154.) Of the Cymric origin of the Welsh folk 
we have no need to remind the ordinary reader. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

THE COVENANT WITH DAVID — CONTINUEa 

To the Rev. F. R. A. Glover high honor is due, both 
for braving a quarter of a century's bitter, though 
grossly ignorant, criticism, which has never disproved 
one proposition of this earnest "seeker after truth/' 
and also for unravelling the "secret" respecting the 
royal house of David, revealed only to Jeremiah the 
Prophet (33: 3, 14, 17, 21) just before the final depor- 
tation of the reigning dynast and his court to Babylon. 
I will in the briefest possible manner outline his argu- 
ment here. He asserts from the most authentic his- 
torians and approved critics, ancient and modern, that 
"B.C. 583 a Hebrew prophet with a king's daughter 
came over the great plain" — "sea," as the tradition has 
it — landed on the northwest coast of Ireland after hav- 
ing been wrecked and rescued off the coast of Spain, 
interrupted the coronation, with Baalitish rites, of the 
Ard Righ, or Head King of the Pentarchy, named 
Eoichaid; persuaded him to desist; obtained his re- 
quest and gave the lady Tephi to him for wife, on the 
condition that he set aside the above idolatrous wor- 
ship (see also Younge's "History of Ireland," pp. 7 
and 8), in which the tribe of Dan was notorious for 
their persistence; set up the law of Moses (which Pro 
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lessor O'Curry and Sullivan quoted by -the Oxonian 
above in "Manners and Customs of the Irish People," 
.pp. 20, 24-29, assert was the law of that land at that 
time) and the Mur-Ollam-Ain, or "school of the 
prophets ;" in short, turn to Israel's God, as the prophe- 
.cies quoted above required the remnants of Israel and 
Judah to do, in "a far-off" land at this very time. Dr. 
Younge ("History of Ireland," p. 12) refers to this 
Mur-Ollam-Ain being set up as stated by Dr. Qlover. 

Before continuing Dr. Glover's rSsutne, I have a 
prophecy to call attention to in proof of this argument. 
Ezekiel (29: 21), recording the fall of the Babylonian 
monarchy, says: "In that day will I cause the horn 
of Israel [asymbol of power] to bud." Notice, thereis 
seventy years (Jen 2$: 12, 27: 6, 7) between Judah'^ 
captivity and the fall of the Babylonian monarchy for 
this "budding." The Hebrew word "yam" is equal to 
the Greek "kaipos," which means in each case "season" 
or "time." In this seventy years there was ample time 
for Jeremiah to replant (Jer, i : 10; Ezek. 17; 22) the 
s)rmbolic "high cedar," or "monarchy of Judah," that 
Jie had been instructed to "throw down" "symbolical- 
ly," and to engraft it afresh on the Israelitish stock 
-from which Jeroboam's rebellion had torn it three hun- 
dred and ninety years earlier (Ezek. 4: 4, 7), and s)rm- 
-bolically called "the mountain of the height of Israel," 
that it might "bud" again — i.e., reappear a "goodly 
jcedar" (emblem of a great monarchy) or a God-fear- 
ing people, reunited (verse 23) to God and David'5 
throne in a "far-oflf" land. 

But, we ^sk^ Would Jeremiah ^o in the direction 
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Israel had gone ? Certainly he would have to, in order 
to plant "this twig" "in a land of traffic;" for of all 
the trade routes from Phoenicia via Carthage, Tarsh- 
ish, or Spain, that to the British Isles was among the 
best at that time. The best historians speak in favor 
of Phoenician traders as voyaging beyond the above- 
named places, as well as the language spoken in these 
parts at a very early date. Dr. Younge's "History of 
Ireland" among the number (p. 6.) Certainly the 
words (chap. 17: 4) "a land of traffic" are, to say the 
least, very significant if we consider the parable to the 
end of the history referred to therein, and apply the 
same "symbolic parable" to the same land in these days. 
Certainly we have a "land of traffic" that would have 
opened the eyes of Phoenicia's bravest "sea-dogf" or 
most enterprising merchant. 

But to return to Jeremiah. Assuming that he would 
escape as commanded (51 : 50), he would hardly cast 
the King's daughters loose after enduring two trying 
captivities for their sakes. He had perfect liberty and 
protection assured him by God and man; even the 
mighty conqueror of his country and king, Nebuchad- 
nezzar. There was not the slightest need for him to 
move a step from where he had lived from his birth 
(40: 1-4). He would not go south after escaping 
therefrom; he would look ridiculous to go east after 
refusing the option given by his conqueror ; and to go 
north into semi-savage Sc)rthia would be worse than 
madness if the welfare of his fair charges was his first 
and only care. Remain behind we may be sure he did 
not, lor he was instructed to go (afar off) by God 
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^iimseU ; aad we may be sure he considered it his lirsl 
duty to ob€y that command. Besides this, his hand$ 
were tree and his life "his own" for the future. His 
land was to lay desolate, we know, and so did he, for 
he uttered the prophecy respecting it. He also knew 
that this "desolation" extended far beyond his and 
these princesses' lifetime. What, then, would he do? 
Certainly obey his God's command. In that case, no 
doubt, God guided his steps. He no doubt remem* 
bered Isaiah's prophecy (24: 14) of the "islands ia 
the western sea" to which Israel was to come duringf 
their captivity, or "casting out" of the land. The 
Tarshish route was open^ and a popular one it was. 
The throne had to be set up by some one, somewhere. 
Jeremiah was that "some one." The whereabouts we 
will now inquire into. We have seen ( Jer. 31 : 31 ; 
Ezek. 29: 21) that Israel was to remain "a nation'* 
before God "forever" FROM THIS TIME. We have 
also seen that Judah has never had a national status 
since that time, so to the land of Israel's captivity "afar 
off" we must go. Judah never "wandered" further 
than Spain and Russia in a westerly direction in any ap- 
preciable numbers. 

We have been over this ground partly before, but it 
is quite necessary that we retrace our steps awhile. 
That route, then, was north and west from Palestine 
(Jer. 3:12; 23: 8; 16:5; 16: 15; 31 : 7, 8; Isa. 24: 15; 
Zech. 8: 7; Isa. 41 : i ; 11 : 11 ; 60: 11.) Mr. Benja- 
min, in his "Travels in Asia" (p. 175), translated 
li^h i^: 15, "the Islands of the West." Rabbi 
^w^t^, of Cologne, <5[uotcd by Mr. Glover (p. 123), 
gfiv^ the sarht translation verbatim. The Rev, Mn 
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Daubuz, the very learned commentator on the sym- 
bolic languages, reads thus under the wcM-d "Island:" 
''In the Hebrew tongue is such a place to which men 
went by sea from Judea, where Europe is in Holy 
Scripture called the Island of the Sea" (Isa. 24: 15.) 
We wish you to be fully persuaded in your own mind, 
that we may see eye to eye (Isa. 52: i, 6, 8, 10) in 
these matters. I ask you to pause a little while and 
consider what all this "Revelation" is intended for. 
-Surely you will admit that it is for our instruction, 
that we may see God's providence guiding and bless- 
ing us all through, as David. He did this by "the spirit 
of prophecy," and as a result, as he foresaw we should, 
let us "praise the Lord." 
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CHAPTER X. 

THE COVENANT WITH DAVID — CONCLUSION. 

Let us now return to Tara, its monarch, Jeremiah, 
and his fair charges, the King's daughters (Jer. 43: 
6, 7, 8), where we found by the above tradition they 
had arrived soon after the Babylonian Captivity. The 
former is said by Glover and others to have "given to 
Ollam Fola" — equivalent in Hebrew and Celtic to '*He- 
brew Prophet" — ^the greatest legislator of whom Ire- 
land makes her boasts, — ^the "province of Ulster." True 
or not, Jeremiah's tomb is shown and photographs may 
be had at Devenish Island, Lx)ugh Erne, County Fer- 
managh, in Ulster. The ruins of the Mur-Ollam-Ain, 
or college of the learned — ^hence "school of the proph- 
ets" — ^may be seen still at Tara, Dr. Younge ("His- 
tory of Ireland," p. 12) says: "Ollamh Fodhla. 
. . . appointed the assembly of the three estates of 
the realm every three years on Tara, or 'Teamor.' " 
Mr. Glover suggests that "this was the proper name of 
the King's daughter, and is a corruption of 'Tamar,' " 
a purely Israelitish name with which we are familiar. 
He further states that the name of the place was 
changied^ at the time of Ollam Fola's arrival, "from 
Lotfiair Crofitin to Tara." The latter, he suggests, 
is equal in value to "Toreh" — ue,, the law of Moses. 
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Certainly the two learned antiquarians mentioned 
above admit that OUam Fola introduced this ''Law of 
Moses/' and as the learned gentleman, Mr. Glover, 
remarks, "Who could do such a thing at the identical 
time of the Babylonian Captivity but Jeremiah?" I 
believe it is a fact that Anathoth, Jeremiah's native 
city in Benjamin, was a Levitical city. In that case 
he might, and in the absence of a superior would, 
be perfectly justified in this act, especially so as 
God, who gave him his commission, wherever 
he executed it, to build up this fallen house 
again, would certainly have him do everything 
in His order and most completely. But let us hear 
our blind witness, Dr. Younge, further : "The nobility, 
the Druids, and the people assembled in October. 
Fodhla suggested many excellent laws for the security 
of person and property, the 'distribution of justice, and 
the recording of historical events." Mr. Glover calls 
attention to the fact that the very law that Jeremiah 
urged the King and his court to observe in the midst 
of the siege of Jerusalem (34: 1-7, 8-22) was found 
among these "excellent laws," and by this law St. 
Patrick, the evangelist of Ireland, obtained his fr^-. 
dom. I refer to the law of manumission, which gives 
freedom to the slave — ^a peculiarly British and Ameri- 
can weakness. Dr. Younge continues: "It was de- 
creed that every lord, or head of a clan, or sept should 
maintain at his own expense a brehon, or judge, a ■ 
senachie, or historian, and a bard, who combined the 
musician and the poet. The historiaii presented the 
annals of bijs patron to the general assembly at Tara 
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for examination. Those annals, after undergoing the 
aeverist scrutiny, were transcribed into the genial 
records of the kingdom, called the Psalter of Tara/' 
''The scrutiny of family annals and the adopting of 
them into the national archives continued until the 
twelfth century of our era* Upon the abolition of 
paganism the Druids were replaced by Christian 
bishops as examiners." "Fodhla restricted sons to the 
trade of their fathers, as did the Egyptians and Lacae- 
damonians." This was an Israelitish custom, also, and 
the mention of the Lacsedamonians confirms Q>lonel 
Gawler's statement that "a colony of the tribe of Dan 
were the original settlers in Sparta." 

In this way the succession was safeguarded, fenced 
in on every side, and it was this fact that made those 
ancient colonists from Armenia and the Crimea (see 
Bede and the Anglo-Saxon chronicles named above) — 
which we contend were of the tribe of Dan, Gad, and 
possibly Manasseh— exact from those earlier settlers 
from whom they gained permission to settle on 
the opposite coast from Ireland, and to whom they 
gave wives and made treaties with, that "the succes- 
sion should be retained in the female branch of the 
reigning Prince." The quotation runs as follows: 

"The first inhabitants of this land were Britons ; they 
came from Armenia. Then befell it that Picts from 
the south of Scjrtbia with long ships, not many, came 
and first landed in north Hibernia, and there entreated 
the Scots that they might there abide. But they would 
not permit them, for they said that they could not all 
abide there together. And then the Scots said, 'We 
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nevertheless give you cotinsel. We know another isl- 
and eastward of this where ye may dwell if ye will, 
and if any one withstand you we will assist you so 
that you may subdue it/ Then went the Picts and 
subdued this land northward; the southern part the 
Britons had, as we before said. And the Picts ob- 
tained wives for themselves of the Scots, on this con- 
dition, that they should always choose their royal line- 
age on the woman's side, which they have held ever 
since." The Anglo-Saxon chronicle (Bede, "Eccles- 
iastical History," book L, p. i) reads: "When any 
difficulty shall arise, they shall choose a king from the 
female royal race rather than from the male." This 
has been ignorantly ridiculed, but it is nevertheless to 
be found on history's page that several times this Scot- 
tic succession in direct descent from this "royal lady 
from the East" HAS been saved from being diverted 
from its direct course by the fortunate survival of a 
female member of the family when the male line ran 
out, since Fergus 1. brought that same blood royal 
with the coronation stone upon which our gracious 
Queen also sat at her coronation, together with the 
Lion standard that floats over her blessed head this day. 
Do you ask where those national records are to-day? 
Our good friend, Dr. Younge, tells us : "Of the orig- 
inal Psalter several copies had been deposited in cathe- 
dral churches, some of which copies still exist." 

What is there to prevent a royal commission being 
appointed to search for thse precious documents and 
examine the ruins of Tara, a company of royal en- 
gineers, surveyors, etc., accompanying them, such as 
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that sent to explore Palestine and holy places? Surely 
there are sacred memories surrounding this place and 
people if only a moiety of what we have said be true. 
This lady's tomb is said to be in the midst of those 
ruins. Why not set the matter at rest once forever? 
Millions are now deeply interested in this matter. Do 
you ask why to-day? Because, I answer, "the seven 
times" of Israel's punishment (Lev. 26: 18, 21, 24), 
or the "appointed time" (Isa. 40: i, 2) is fully accom- 
plished — i,e,, 2520 or 7X360=2520 (B.C 721+1799= 
2520. See also note on twenty-three hundred years' 
vision) and the land of our fathers on the point of 
being vacated by its last permitted "treader down," as 
we have seen again and again in earlier essays (Luke 
21 : 24.) Nothing is wanted but that "the voice of the 
people" should be heard, after so long silence,in "speak- 
ing a word of bringing the King back," in the person 
of that best and sweetest of all David's daughters since 
that "fragrant violet" Tephi was laid in her early grave 
at Tara. The "Christian examiners" were filling that 
office long before Patrick's days (A.D. 432-69.) 
Among them, later, stands Columba, whom we find 
("Celtic Britain," p. 154) standing in the breach be- 
fore a mighty Pictish pagan warrior, Brude Mac- 
Mahon, flushed with victory. On this occasion Co- 
lumba interfered in the succession and chose a king 
from the stock of Fergus — of whom he was great* 
grandson — ^and then took him to Ireland to a meeting 
known as the "Council of Drumcett" (evidently the 
name of the place where it was usually held), where 
he obtained the concession that the Dalriad Scots of

ftitain ''should no longer have to psf taxes, or tabaot 
to' the mother state in Ireland^ yet still l e maiuia ff al* 
lies/"^ The king chosen by Coiumba. was the Aedan 
ihentioned several times above, to whom he seems to 
have transferred his own right to the succession ;* for 
Coiumba was the next of kin at that time to the &f- 
nasty of Lorn of the Dalriad Scots; In this he ^p- 
pears to have consulted the home goremment or 
"council'' in Ireland, presided over by the Song, fca: 
permission to transfer to his kinsman his own royal 
seat on that ''stone of destiny" upon which, he "pil- 
lowed his dying head." Dean Stanley could not ex« 
plain this. This view of the matter explains itsdf. 
Rabbi Swartz, of Cologne, told Mr. Glover that this 
Jacob's "pillar stone" was called "the foundation pillar 
of the Temple" and was used by the high priest to 
place his golden censer on. It has not been seen «nce 
the Babylonian Captivity. 

Coiumba, then, must have held the office of "Ard 
Ollav," or "Chief Druid" — ^he doubtless desired no 
other — handed down to him by order of these national 
triennial "councillors" from Ollam Fola, the first of 
the order, who established the same and the national 
assemblies, as we have seen. We have nexttoinquire, 

♦This substitution appears to have been permissible under 
the "Tafiistry Laws" of that age. Aedan's claim dates back 
from the Brythonic stock of these Cymric colonistsi which 
may have been either originally from the *'Gaden%'' "Mannan, 
of the Manaw," Ota-rf«m, CaletfoMt, DMin-nomi, or these 
^andetit people/' the Attecoti. In either case CoIumba*s daim 
was the best, being a direct descent from the royal stock of 
the dsmasty set up in Ireland over the Tuatha de Dannah by 
Ollam Fola. 
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What bedrnie of thi^^ order <4 Druids^ or '^nttdonal re^ 
corders," or "dironiders'* ? That qtresition arartf b* re- 
ferred to the royal commission in cpiestion. Certainly 
it vanished from the public gaze with the "Psalter o{ 
Tara," so we had better look for it in connection with 
the records. 

Bnt is our clue entirely gone? No, indeed. Read 
on with me from our friendly helper, Dr. Younge 
(p. 17): '*The descent of the Scottish kings from 
Gonary H. (about A.D. 200) is further testified by the 
Oldie duad or poem written by a court bard of MaU 
colm ITL (about A.D. nod), which has been pro- 
nounced to be "the tnost ancient of Dalriadic history," 
This brings our monarch three hundred years nearer 
to the **Dal Hiad" stock than the above Fergus quoted 
hj Mr. Glover. In a work entitled "Illustrious Irish- 
men" (p. 34), by E. O. Blackburne (translation re- 
served), we read: "Eochaidh Fuin Fuathairt, brother 
of the renowned Conn of the Hundred Battles. From 
this celebrated chieftain is also lineally descended her 
most gracious majesty Queen Victoria." Is that all? 
you ask. I trust I have aroused your interest now 
most thoroughly. Not quite. Dr. MacKenzie, in his 
"History of Scotland" (p. 60), in his account of the 
coronation of Alexander HI., A.D. 1249, tells us that 
"this done, the Bishop anointed him with oil and set 
the crown on his head. He was then conducted to the 
'stone of destiny' [this was thirty-seven years before 
Edward I. took it from Scone and set it in its present 
place, Westminster Abbey] to receive the oaths of the 
prelate and nobles; A rich cloth of gold was thrown 
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over th^ stone, and the child- (eight years old), clothed 
in a purple mantle, with the crown on his head and 
the sceptre in his hand, was seated upon it. The no- 
bility then cast their robes on the ground, and kneeling 
before him swore loyalty and fidelity," Compare the 
coronation of Joash (II. Kings 11:4, 12, 14.) It will 
^ippear to be an almost exact copy of the proceedings 
detailed in this Scripture. But we have yet one more 
surprise for you. Dr. MacKenzie continues: "The 
Bishop was just going to begin his sermon, when a 
Highland bard started from the crowd. He was an 
old man of lofty stature and commanding presence. 
His shoulders were covered by his long white hair, and 
his silver beard fell down over the bosom of his scarlet 
mantle. Advancing to the boy King^ he hailed him 
in the Gaelic language, and with a loud voice repeated 
his pedigree up to Pharaoh, King of Egypt, all the 
way." In the light of what has gone before, I can 
only regard the closing words as a reference to the 
deliverance from Egypt of the captive Israelites. 

Who this grand old Druid was I cannot say, but 
have no doubt that he was the Chief Druid that still 
committed the royal genealogy to memory, now that 
the Papal Hierarchy had taken charge of the written 
records. Further, I am convinced that he was one of 
Columba's successors in the evangelical work of the 
order of the now hated "Culdee" church, that was cast 
down from its national supremacy, however, before 
this time. Gamait, successor to the pagan King that 
Columba withstood ("Celtic Britain," p. 166), estab^ 
lished these primitive British missionaries on the Tay. 
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During the wars of succession between the Bi^honic 
and Goiledic branches of this family — one series of 
which lasted one hundred and sixteen years- — it often 
disappeared. Constantine revived them and subse- 
quently Kenneth championed them; so that, so far as 
such things were possible in such stormy times, they 
occupied the position claimed for nearly five hundred 
years, until the bigoted Margaret (1074) drove them 
from the kingdonj. Remember that the symbolic "fly- 
ing woman" of Rev. 12 was to be preserved for twelve 
hundred and sixty symbolic years. See further on. 
Professor Rhys is my authority for this data. It is, 
however, too long to quote. It will be found in "Celtic 
Britain" (pp. 171, 176, 177, 179) and proves that Co- 
lumba's church, in opposition to Rome, was promoted 
by Kenneth MacAlpine to the dignity of a state church 
A.D. 844, with its headquarters at Dunkeld. "The 
Abbot of Dunkeld was placed at the head of the North- 
ern Church. The first of that description is styled 
'Bishop of Fortrenn and Abbot of Dunkeld,' and is re- 
corded as dying in the year 863." It retained that 
position for some time longer, until the papacy, alas ! 
gained ascendency over its kings and people and made 
such an act as that of our grand old bard a matter of 
life and death. 

This pure apostolic "Culdee" church can be traced 
back to the Apostles' days. Pudens and Claudia, of 
whom Paul speaks in the second Epistle to Timothy 
(4: 21), form one of the connecting links; Claudia 
being daughter of the British King Caractacus, or 
Caradoc, Pudens, of course, coming from Rome with 
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the army of occupation. The latter he probably met 
and converted in ''Caesar's household" (see Phil. 4: 
23) while a prisoner in Rome. I have no doubt that 
it was this way that God established His "new cove- 
nant" with the "house of Israel" (Jer. 31: 31; Rom. 
II : I, 2, S; Hcb. 8: 9) after the "kingdom of God" 
was "taken away" from the house of Judah (Matt. 
21: 43, 45.) I am referring to the "national" "wit- 
nessing" function referred to by Isaiah 43 : 9, 10, 12. 
Notice, it is a "nation," in the last quotation from 
Matthew 21: 43, that must be on hand somewhere 
after the priestfiood and Covenant of Moses were 
changed (see Heb. 7: 12.) Paul's words (Heb. 8:9) 
where he quotes Jer. 31 : 31 is positive proof of this 
position ; and who but the "nation" of Jer. 31 : 36 could 
he refer to when quoting the words (verse 32), "which 
my covenant they break," and "after those days?" 
What days could he mean but the Mosaic dispensatioq, 
or what nation broke the old Mosaic covensuit but 
Israel? Here, then, is perfect harmony, without dis- 
turbing the text to make it yield Origen, Clement, 
Jerome, or Augustine's "spirituaV* Israel. This, too, 
makes harmony of the symbolic woman of Rev. 12, 
which commentators think they recognize in the per- 
secuted Christians "flying^' before their imperial ene- 
mies to a "place prepared for her.'* I prefer to recog- 
nize, with Paul, a remnant of literal Israelites con- 
verted to Christ and flying before these same Imperial 
pagan persecutors to the "Western Islands," where 
then* brethren had formed colonies in earlier days. 
This reasoning makes harmony both of the "sym- 
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bolic woman" of Ilev<elatioap and the promts by Hossea 
2 : 14, to allure "Israel" into the wilderness "and speak 
comfortably to her." In our own days we take a "sym- 
bolic" woman to represent the nations of the earth — 
take, for instance, Britannia, Europa, Columbia, etc. — 
and so in this case we find the literal Israel of Hosea's 
forecast to be the literal parallel of the symbolic Israel 
of Rev. 12. Notice the twelve stars around her head 
and compare them with Joseph's vision and Jacob's 
recognition of his twelve sons in them, which, of 
course, we recognize later on in the twelve tribes. No- 
tice, further, the "woman is clothed with the sun." 
This s3mibol is literalized in the parallel promise of 
Malachi, where Israel's Messiah (3: i) is speaking to 
them that "fear his name" (4: 2) endearing words, 
couched in similar s)rmbolic phraseology, thus: "But 
unto you that fear my name shall the 'sun of ri^teous- 
ness' arise with healing in his wings." Now look at 
Isa. 62 : 5 and you will see that converted Israel is to be 
the Bride of the Messiah. Compare this with the vision 
of Rev. 19 : 7, 8, and you will find this Bride "makmg 
herself ready" by putting upon herself (verse 8) the 
"righteousness of Christ" her Lord just before His re- 
turn (verses 11 and 15.) A beautiful symbolic cus- 
tom still obtaining in the East, Persia in particular, 
where the bridegroom presents the "wedding garments 
to his bride." All these symbols are applicable to that 
nation" "Jsrael" and agree most literally with Hq^s 
betrothal of Israel" on ber return to (ocw cavcuiaot) 
favor, (Sfie^: i4» X9»^.) 
Careful re^er^s of th^ Old tHuOnMt (iMiiiSf^f^ 
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Israel will remember the "ceremony of betrothal'* was 
quite distinct from that of a marriage ceremony. A 
long time might intervene between the two, but the 
former was "binding for all time." The New Testa- 
ment reader will observe this in the case of Mary and 
Joseph. The two hundred and eighty days of gesta- 
tion literally agree in date if taken as symbolic year- 
days with that of the ten persecutions, which, com- 
mencing immediately with Stephen^ and so with the 
commencement of Christianity, supplies a clear his- 
torical parallel to the symbol and identifies the perse- 
cutors at the same time, thus: A.D. 33+280=313; 
ample time for the Church in Ireland in which Patrick 
was converted, about the end of the fourth century 
A.D., to develop into the well-known Culdee Church 
that overran these islands and the continent hundreds 
of years before and after Augustine's papal mission to 
the Saxons. That Church was very strong in South 
Wales under Cunedda, and his great-grandson in the 
third century. Tertullian, Bishop of Carthage, refers 
to it at the end of the second century A.D., and there 
is documentary evidence referring to it as early as 
A.D. 44 in Ireland. The latter I shall produce in a 
later work, entitled "The Crisis in Europe," now nearly 
ready for the press. 

Here, then, we have a remnant of literal Israel ex- 
actly meeting Paul's requirements in Rom. 11: i, 2, 5, 
without straining the Scriptures in question to make 
them yield a "spiritual Israel" — ^without in any respect 
improving the text or the argument of the Apostle; 
test6f'tb talce i^ the irork of '^witnessing for God" 
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after it was taken away, as we have seen above, from' 
the "remnant of Judah" that returned from the Baby- 
lonian Captivity and refused their new covenant-mak- 
ing Messiah when offered to them. 

Remember, only the "faithful" in Judah of this re- 
turned "remnant" could be regarded as witnesses for 
their God. Alas! that was a small remnant indeed! 
Here, then, we have another remarkable parallel of a 
"remnant" of Israel and Judah meeting once more in 
the providence of God; the former, Israel, to carry 
on his work as "Protestants" "among the nations" 
(Acts 9: 15) after the latter (Judah) was rejected. 
How perfect this work of the spirit, even to the literal 
words of the text, in every case verified, though ap- 
parently problematical. The Latin word testis, "to 
witness," in our word "Protest"ant, seems providen- 
tially designed to assist us to identify a "literal nation 
of Israelites" under the "new covenant" from the 
Apostles' days to this (Isa. 43: 10, 12). Do you say, 
"How from the Apostles* days?" Venerable Bede, 
himself a Romanist, tells us that these "Culdee" Chris- 
tians at the synod of Whitby, A.D. 664, claimed to 
have received their doctrine and authority direct from 
St. John the Divine. The term "Saint" was common 
among these folk, as it was to Israel. (See Daniel 
and the Psalms, from which, as I have pointed out be- 
fore, it is plainly a "copyright'* term "peculiar" to 
Israel.) The Gentiles, or surrounding nations, were 
welcome' during both dispensations to worship and re- 
joicc with HiJs people (Rom. 15: ib; Deut. 32: 43); 
86'dll Id^ of exdusiveness in this ccmne^tioii is nega^* 
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tired at once. The fact that a court in the Tenapfe^ 
was specially provided for the Gentiles proves this. 

Reverting once more to our symbolic , woman's 
flight into the wilderness, we notice, first, that perse* 
cution was implied^ so the words of our Lord to the 
Apostles apply equally well to this remnant of Israel : 
"In this world [or age or aeon] ye shall have tribula- 
tion;" "when they persecute you in one city." The 
wilderness, too, as a symbol necessarily points to a 
place out of reach of these persecutors, therefore out- 
side of the Roman Empire, as the desert of Zin was 
outside of Egypt and out of reach of those persecutors. 
This we know in respect of Ireland was a fact. It 
certainly could not have been by chance nor yet by 
coincidence that it should have been called before ibt 
Christian era and until the twelfth century A.D. *'ibt 
Isle of the Saints." Ps^ial Rome scarcely gattied a foot- 
bold in Ireland before the ninth century, so we can 
hardly give the Papal Church the credit of introdttcing 
that term. It must have come with and been .consid- 
ered peculiar to the "Saints of the Most High," a 
"pec^le near to God," "Israel." 

In passing we remark that Dr. Todd, in bis (<Hie 
of the best) life of St. Patrick, rqmdiates the claim 
of Rome, and asserts that there is not a particle of 
HISTORICAL evidence for the story of his "Gallic 
ordinatio«i" or that he ever set foot in Rome. Ibis 
story, like all those of Bede, the chroniclers, aiul 
A^amnan, as also those of the African and <>tbei' 
td oiiiiuni ties ifaat try to holster isp wch false <isiimi^, 
id ivror -of the R4:>4»n fii«ho^V A^oirtoHc M<3M!Miit$r, 
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bear upon their own face the Divine Spirit*s charge 
against the "Apostasy" of "cunningly devised fables," 
and very awkward ones at that. Bishop Wordsworth 
writes at length to this eflfect in his "Theophilus An- 
glicana." We next notice that our "symbolic woman" 
is "nourished" for a "symbolic" period of twelve hun- 
dred and sixty year-days. 

Assuming that we have made our case for lost 
Israel's arrival in their "western" "island" home, we 
find an exact parallel again for this symbol in Isaiah's 
forty-first chapter, verse i : "Keep silence before me, 
O islands, and let Uhe people' 'renew their strength;' 
let them come near ; let them speak." Verse 8: 
". . . thou, Israel, art my servant." Verse 9: 
"Thou whom I have taken from Uhe ends of the earth/ 

... I have chosen thee and *not cast thee 
away.'" Verse 10: "Fear thou not, for I am with 
thee; be not dismayed. ... I will strengthen 
thee; yea, I will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my righteousness ;" almost the 
same literal words as we read in Revelations, "watched 
over and nourished." 

And so we find the child promised in the symbol 
born nationally about A.D. 313; this, added to 1260+ 
313=1573, almost the exact date of John Knox's 
Scottish Reformation — 2, growth from childhood to 
manhood — ^and the union of the whole family of "out- 
cast Israel" with David's throne and flag under the 
Stuarts, together with the resumption, as a WHOLE 
NATION, of the "witnessing function" in the English 
Reformation. During this period "of nourishment" 
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the Culdee Church attained and retained a national 
status for over four hundred years, as we briefly re- 
marked above, commencing with Columba's "nourish- 
ing" by the Scottish King of his day, and carried on by 
their successors until Kenneth MacAlpine consolidated 
the Scottish colonies from Ireland upon a sound and 
national basis (a "renewal of strength/' as Israel's 
prophecy, just quoted), able and willing to protect this 
pure Christian Church and people against Rome's 
attempted usurpation, from which, when she had but 
attained the giddy height of her ambitious designs, 
she was hurled in that real "reformation" by the 
strong arm of God, who "keepeth Israel" and "neither 
slumbers nor sleeps." Here, then, this embryotic 
Christian nation, from small beginning in persecuted 
remnants, literally fulfilled the requirements of proph- 
ecy that Israel should "blossom and bud" and "fill the 
face of the world with fruit" (Isa. 27: 6, R. V.). The 
only "fruit-bearing" church, besides the Waldenses, 
Hussites, Paulicians, and Huguenots, that can be found 
on the page of history that has literally accomplished 
world-wide missionary work from the very earliest 
days to the Reformation is this same Culdee Church, as 
all veracious history can testify. Judah, as we have 
seen, lost this office for that very reason — ^viz., that they 
had ceased to "bear fruit" as a righteous nation, 
"Jeshurun" (Deut. 32: 15, and Matt. 21: 18 to 45). 
Mr. Rhys records several "flights" to the north and 
west of these Culdee Christians before the incoming, 
overflowing "apostasy of Rome;" from the time that 
the strong-minded, bigoted Saxon Princess, sister of 
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the "Atheling," (Margaret), married the "great-head- 
ed," soft-hearted Malcolm of Scotland. The reader will 
now, perhaps, identify this ''God-fearing nation" 
growing into the "goodly cedar" of Ezek. 17: 23 up 
to the time of the Scottish and English Reformation ; 
and continuing, by the help of His Holy Spirit and 
word (Isa. 59: 21), to "grow" in the knowledge 
and "grace of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ" 
(II. Peter 3: 18) until literally realizing God's ideal 
"Jeshurun," or "holy people," before the whole world. 

Now, in conclusion, just one word more as to the 
royal succession and the custody of "the secret," 
which we have seen was preserved in the genealogical 
records of the nation, in the custody of these Arch- 
druids and later "Christian examiners" of the same. 
The Prince missionary, Columba, forming the connect- 
ing link, as we have seen, between ancient and modern 
times, as also the Mosaic and Christian Dispensation. 
We last saw this noble Christian pleading for and ob- 
taining these rights in his own person, and legally 
transferring the same in the sixth century. As 
Romanism arose to ascendency among these Scottic 
monarchs, this succession seems to have been ob- 
scured and apparently designedly kept in the back- 
ground, if not completely overlooked. One only in- 
stance is on record on history's page by which we have 
the assurance that these designs were thwarted. It 
occurred at the coronation of Alexander III., A.D. 
1249, the details of which we recited above. 

Do you ask me if that is the end of the matter, and 
has the order of Druids become extinct and their office 
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with them ? I reply, "No." The office is not extinct, 
although the custom is not public as hitherto. I have 
no doubt that the present Archdruid continues faithful 
to his office and his monarch, and preserves that sacred 
genealogical record unsullied by and from the unholy 
hands of an apostate priesthood, the avowed enemy of 
this noble line and truly God-fearing race through all 
the ages and vicissitudes of fortune to this day and 
hour. It was my great privilege and pleasure, less 
than twenty years ago, to know one of God's dearest 
children that was initiated into that veritable ancient 
order of Druids inaugurated by Jeremiah in Ireland, 
continued by Columba in Scotland, and handed on in 
this society form as we see in this incident to this day. 
I have no doubt that the ceremony was performed by 
the chief Druid of that day, or an important official 
representative, and that his successor can tell you and 
me much more of this deeply interesting truth when 
the "set time to favor Zion is fully come." I trust you 
will see from the foregoing that that time is very 
"near at hand," in fact, "even at the doors." 

Farewell, reader. May God's blessing attend our 
studies of these beautiful truths, and provide us with 
another cause of gratitude and praise when we shall 
stand in the presence of Him who to me to-day and 
to you, I trust, is "the chief among ten thousand and 
the altogether most lovely."
